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PREFACE 


This is an alphabetical listing of drugs currently in use in clinical 
medicine; well-established drugs, new ones still on trial, old ones 
of questionable value but still likely to be encountered; and, in 
addition, some drugs seen only as the cause of poisoning and some 
that are obsolete or rarely used but are still mentioned in the litera- 
ture. Inclusion of a drug in this list is not to be taken as a recom- 
mendation of utility but merely as a statement of the fact that it is 
being used. The number of new drugs appearing on the scene is 
great and, to keep up-to-date, annual revision has been found to be 
essential. 

The purpose is to provide a concise statement of the principal 
pharmacologic characteristics of drugs in current use; of their 
major uses; their physical properties; absorption; actions, both 
therapeutic and toxic; mode of administration; preparations; dos- 
age; specific antidotes against poisoning when these are available— 
a capsule-account of the data essential to the sensible exploitation 
and safe handling of a drug. In some cases special warnings are 
noted which draw attention not only to dangerous reactions, con- 
traindications, and questionable utility, but also to instability, spe- 
ciai requirements for storage and prevention of deterioration, and 
to time limits before significant loss in potency or change in phar- 
macologic properties. In order to accomplish this in a compact 
form, the writing is terse; sentences are often incomplete. Very 
brief statements follow less commonly used or relatively untested 
drugs. When the properties of one drug are identical or very simi- 
lar to those of another, the reader may be referred to the latter. In 
order to keep the book at its present convenient size and still deal 
with the large number of new drugs, reference is often made to 
remarks on old and well-established drugs in cases where they 
apply to new congeners. 
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Short essays on pharmacologic groups of drugs are also included 
in the alphabetic listing. These essays deal with problems of use, 
and actions and dangers characteristic of drugs as a group. The 
information here is often more detailed than that given for the 
individual drugs which may exhibit only minor variations from the 
properties of the group as a whole. 

Usually only the drug principle is indicated; separate listings are 
rarely made of salts of the same basic drug. This is done to save 
space and to avoid useless repetition since the actions of drugs 
attach to their principle, and their salts usually differ only in physi- 
cal properties, such as solubility or taste. For example, only the 
alkaloidal form of morphine is listed and there is no separate listing 
for the more commonly used soluble salt, the sulfate. Where prac- 
tical differences do exist, the different forms are listed and de- 
scribed under the heading of the principle rather than separately. 

Drugs are described under official or given names wherever these 
have been established. Because of widespread usage, proprietary 
names and synonyms could not be ignored in a realistic presenta- 
tion; the more common ones are usually included, but the listing 
is by no means complete. In making such selections, many arbitrary 
decisions had to be made, and it was usually on the basis of the 
Editor’s judgment and personal experience that one proprietary 
name for a drug was omitted and another included. Proprietary 
names are followed by the symbol®. 

In a compact book such as this, it is not possible to list all medica- 
ments on the American market; there are too many. The flood of 
the proprietary drug mixtures presents a special problem. Many 
are utterly irrational and others so complex as to defy sensible 
evaluation. Since the individual drugs are usually considered in 
the text, a deliberate attempt was made to avoid these mixtures. 
As a result only a few of the vast number of mixtures on the market 
are included. Immunologic agents such as the antigens, allergenic 
extracts, vaccines, toxins, toxoids, antitoxins, etc. are not included. 
Very few solvents, vehicles, colors, flavors, emulsifying agents, and 
other pharmaceutic materials used in making up medicaments but 
without pharmacologic action themselves are included. 

It must be emphasized that where dosage is indicated the single 
value can hardly apply to all patients. This dose is the usual dose 
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given to an adult but the range of useful dosage is far broader and 
limited mainly by the toxic propensities of the drug. When a drug 
is relatively new, little can be said about dosage range—much 
experience is needed to determine how to exploit a drug therapeuti- 
cally without danger. With this in mind the manufacturers of new 
drugs put them out in fixed forms which tend, in general, to be 
safe doses for the average adult. It is for these reasons that, in the 
case of newer drugs, the size of the dosage forms available is given, 
but there is no further statement on dosage. 

Many sources were used in compiling this list: the United States 
Pharmacopeia (Mack Publishing Co.), National Formulary (Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutic Association), Useful Drugs (Lippincott), the 
reports on New and Nonofficial Drugs as they currently appear in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association in the Reports 
of the Council on Drugs, and Modern Drug Encyclopedia (Drug 
Publications). From time to time, comments obviously based on 
personal opinion are to be found in the text; these may be attributed 


to the Editor.

ACENOCOUMAROL—Sintrom® 
Anticoagulant. One of the coumarin de- 
rivatives, said to have a curve of action 
between that of Bishydroxycoumarin 
(which see) and Ethyl biscoumacetate. 
Administered orally. Available in 4 mg. 
tablets. 
ACETAMINOPHEN — Apamide®, 
Fendon®), Tempra® 
Analgesic. One of the non-addictive anal- 
gesics, which see. Available in 0.3 Gm. 
tablets and liquid, 25 mg. per ml. 


ACETANILID 

Analgesic and antipyretic. White powder, 
slightly soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Although it has anti- 
pyretic actions and will reduce tempera- 
ture, it is mainly used as an analgesic, 
often in headache remedies and similar 
mixtures. It relieves many common aches 
and pains, headaches, neuralgias, ar- 
thralgias, dysmenorrhea, 
fects are well developed within half an 
hour after oral dose. It is eliminated in a 
conjugated form in the urine. 

Warnings: Its continued use may lead 
to the development of methemoglobin- 
emia. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Tablet and powder. 
Dose: 0.2 Gm. 


ACETARSONE—Stovarsol® 
Antiprotozoal. White or yellowish pow- 
der, slightly soluble in water. Arsenical. 
Actions and Uses: Used to destroy par- 
asites in amebiasis and trichomonas vag- 
inalis. 

Warnings: In common with other arsen- 
icals, may damage kidneys or liver. 
Administration: Oral, vaginal insufflation. 
Preparations: Tablet, 50, 100, 250 mg. 
Powder, contains acetarsone, 12.5%, in 
kaolin and sodium bicarbonate.

Dose: Oral, 0.25 Gm. 2 or 3 times a day, 
for 7 days.

ACETAZOLAMIDE—Diamox® 
Diuretic. White powder, soluble in water. 
Actions and Uses: Diuretic; used also 
in the treatment of glaucoma to reduce 
intro-ocular pressure. 

Warnings: Paresthesias of fingers and 
toes are common with use but these often 
disappear while the drug is continued. 
Agranulocytosis has been reported. 
Administration: Oral, parenteral. 
Preparations: Tablet, 250 mg. Vials, 500 
mg. 

Dose: 250 to 750 mg. daily in divided 
doses. 

ACETIC ACID 

Caustic and rubefacient. Clear, colorless 
solution containing about 36.5% acetic 
acid. Has odor of vinegar and a sharp 
acid taste. 

Actions and Uses: Used as a caustic and 
rubefacient and as antidote to alkali. 
Administration: Topical. 

Preparations: Glacial Acetic Acid con- 
tains about 99.5% acetic acid, the diluted 
Acetic Acid contains about 6%. 
ACETOMEROCTOL—Merbak® 


An crganic mercurial antiseptic. See 


Mercury. 
Antidote: Dimercaprol. 
ACETONE 


Solvent. Clear, colorless volatile fluid 
with a sweet taste. Miscible with water, 
alcohol, ether, chloroform. Used for 
cleansing. 

Warnings: Never used internally. 
ACETOPHENETIDIN—Phenacetin 
Antipyretic and analgesic. White crystal- 
line powder with a bitter taste. Slightly 
soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Effects are fully de- 
veloped in about 30 minutes following 
oral administration. They may persist for 
about 3 hours. Although it has antipy- 
retic properties, it is used mainly for its 
analgesic action, relieving many common

Dose: 5 to 10% concentration. 

ACETRIZOATE—Thixokon®, 
Urokon® 

Diagnostic. White powder, radio-opaque 

iodide, slightly soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Excreted into urine 

and used in x-ray visualization of urinary 

tract and renal function tests. Also used 

for angiography and arteriography, in- 

cluding cerebral arteries. 

Warnings: Same as for other iodine com- 

pounds. 

Administration: Intravenous, retrograde. 

Preparations: Ampules and vials, 30 to 

50% concentration. 

Dose: Varies with purposes. 

ACETYL - BETA - METHYLCHO - 
LINE, see Methacholine 

ACETYLCARBROMAL— 
Carbased® 

Non-barbiturate, non-narcotic tranquilizer. 

Usefulness yet to be determined. Avail- 

able in 0.3 Gm. tablets 


ACETYLDIGITOXIN—Acylanid® 
Cardiac Stimulant. A recently introduced 
crystalline digitalis material derived from 
Digitalis lanata. Differs from digitoxin in 
more rapid curve of action and incom- 
plete absorption; but in no real sense 
less toxic. 

ACETYLPHEN YLHYDRAZINE 
Red cell depressant. Crystalline material, 
slightly soluble in water. 
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Actions and Uses: Depresses formation 
of red blood cells, and is used for that 
purpose in treatment of polycythemia 
vera, a condition characterized by ex- 
cessive formation of red blood cells. 
Warnings: Depression of red cell forma- 
tion may be excessive, and all blood 
formation may be inhibited. Slowly elimi- 
nated, tends to be cumulative. 
Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Capsule. 

Dose: Usually about 100 mg. daily for a 
week. After that, a maintenance dose is 
determined for each case. 


ACETYLSALICYLIC ACID 
—Aspirin, Ecotrin® 
Analgesic and antipyretic. Crystalline 
material which is slightly soluble in 
water. 
Actions and Uses: Has entirely nonspe- 
cific antipyretic action, relieving all kinds 
of abnormally elevated temperatures, 
without effect on the cause of the temp- 
erature. In small doses which do not 
produce behavior changes, it relieves 
many of the minor aches and pains, 
headaches, myalgias, arthralgias, neural- 
gias and dysmenorrhea. It affords good 
relief in the exquisite joint pains of 
rheumatic fever. In this condition, it is 
used in relatively large doses which simu- 
lates the symptoms of cinchonism. Its use 
in rheumatic fever often provides relief, 
not only from the pain, but also the joint 
swelling. It has no curative action, how- 
ever. In part, at least, its effects may be 
due to an anti-inflammatory action. Effects 
of the drug develop fully in about 30 
minutes after an oral dose. It is elimi- 
nated mainly in the form of salicylate in 
the urine, effects persisting for about 3 
hours from a single dose. 
Warnings: G. I. distress, due to irrita- 
tion, is common after large doses. Also 
seen are symptoms of cinchonism: dizzi- 
ness, ringing in the ears, impaired hear- 
ing, headache. Serious poisoning may 
induce acidosis. Large doses may also de- 
press the blood clotting mechanism and 
cause bleeding. 
Administration: Oral. 
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Preparations: Tablets, 0.3 Gm. 

Dose: 0.3-0.6 Gm. In rheumatic fever, 
however, as high as 1 Gm. every 3 hours. 
Antidote: Sodium bicarbonate to hasten 
elimination. Vitamin K or one of its 
synthetic substitutes for hypoprothromb- 
inemia. Exchange transfusions have been 
effective in severe cases. 


ACETYL SULFISOXAZOLE—Gan- 
trisin® Acetyl 

The acetylated form of the drug is said 

to have all the antibacterial and physical 

properties of sulfisoxazole (Gantrisin®) 

but, in addition, to be especially free of 

intestinal irritant action and to be taste- 

less so that it is easily flavored for use 

in pediatric cases. Dosage of the same 

order as Sulfisoxazole, which see. 

ACHROMYCIN V®, see Tetra-

It may be 

used to irrigate wounds, but more com- 

monly it is used in treatment of gonor- 

rheal urethritis. Since the advent of anti- 

biotics, however, it is seldom used. 

Administration: Topical. 

Dose: Usually used in solution of from 

1:1000 to 1:10,000 dilution.

ADRENAL CORTEX EXTRACT 
Hormone. Hormone solution obtained 
from the adrenal glands of cattle. 
Actions and Uses: May be used to re- 
place missing cortical substances in Ad- 
dison’s disease or in any situation of cor- 
tical insufficiency. 

Warnings: Toxic effects are rare in situ- 
ations requiring cortical extracts. Over- 
dosage may, theoretically, produce reten- 
tion of sodium and symptoms akin to 
those of the edema of heart failure. 
Administration: Subcutaneous, intraven- 
ous. 

Preparations: Sterile injectable saline 
solution, free of fat and the epinephrine 
of the adrenals, containing only the cor- 
tical steroids. Vial, 50 Units per cc. 
Dose: Expressed in Dog Units (based on 
the amount necessary to maintain the life 
of adrenalectomized dogs). The drug is 
usually given together with large amounts 
of saline and desoxycorticosterone. In a 
crisis an intravenous injection of 1250 
Units (25 cc. of solution), although as 
much as 5000 Units, may be required 
within a few hours in severe cases. Fur-

Administration: Oral. 

Dose: 4-5 Gm.

ALBUMIN—Serum Albumin (Hu- 
man), Albumisol® 

Serum component of human blood. Clear 

brownish viscous liquid. 

Actions and Uses: Raises the serum al- 

bumin content of the blood in hypopro- 

teinemia. 

Administration: Intravenous. 

Preparations: Sterile solution of various 

concentrations, 5% in normal and 25% 

in salt-poor form. 

Dose: Usually given in doses of about 

25 Gm. for the adult, approximately 1 

cc. per pound of body weight at a rate of 

not more than 2 cc. per minute. Usually 

given together with saline or 5% glucose. 


ALBUMISOL®, see Albumin 


ALCOHOL—Ethy] Alcohol 
Solvent, rubefacient, astringent and anti- 
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septic. Colorless, clear fluid containing 
about 95% of pure alcohol. Inflammable. 
Has characteristic odor and taste. Is mis- 
cible with water, ether, chloroform and 
acetone. 
Actions and Uses: Applied to the skin, 
alcohol cools by evaporation and has a 
hardening or astringent action. It is an 
antiseptic at the concentration of 70% by 
weight. As an antiseptic, it requires time 
for action; after application, therefore, 
alcohol should be allowed to dry on the 
skin. Taken internally, it is quickly ab- 
sorbed producing symptoms of intoxica- 
tion. With this action, it has a sedative 
effect on some, it stimulates appetite in 
others, causes excitement in others and 
depression in still others. It is often 
dificult to anticipate the dosage neces- 
sary to produce an effect or the precise 
effect which may be produced unless one 
has had previous experience with the 
patient. Alcohol is completely metabol- 
ized in the body, providing a caloric con- 
tent of about 225 calories per ounce. 
For this reason, alcoholic beverages tend 
to be fattening. It is also an important 
fact that alcoholics do not eat much of 
other foods, and the symptoms of alco- 
holic nutritional deficiencies are, in part, 
due to this action of alcohol. 
Warnings: Alcohol produces narcosis, and, 
if the dosage is very large, may even cause 
death. Sudden withdrawal in chronic alco- 
holics may be followed by severe symp- 
toms. 
Administration: Topical, oral, intraven- 
ous. 
Preparations: Solution. 
Dose: External, 70% by weight. Internal, 
approximately 50% (approximately the 
concentration in 100 proof distilled li- 
quors), in doses of 1-2 ounces.

Actions and Uses: Mild cathartic, acting 

mainly on the large intestine. 

Warnings: Large doses may produce 

renal irritation. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Pill. 

Dose: 0.25 Gm.

AMINOACETIC ACID—Glycocoll, 
Glycine 
Nutritional. Amino acid. 
Actions and Uses: May serve as a food. 
It was once thought that this amino acid 
might be a special and rapid source of 
energy and this was the basis of a fad 
for its use. In addition it appears that 
in some cases of myasthenia gravis and 
progressive or pseudohypertrophic muscu- 
lar dystrophy, it may beneficially effect 
creatine metabolism. It has been largely 
superseded in these conditions by the 
much more effective neostigmine. Exerts 
a buffering action and may be used as an 
antacid as such, but usually with calcium 
carbonate. 
Administration: Oral. 
Dose: 30 Gm. 


AMINO ACID PREPARATIONS 
Amigen®, Aminonat®, Amino- 
sol®, Hyprotigen®, Parena-

Nutritionals. These are usually mixtures 

of amino acids prepared by the diges-

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tion, acid or enzymatic, of various pro- 
teins; plasma, casein, lactalbumin, beef 
blood, liver, yeast. They occur as powders, 
usually with a bad taste, but often arti- 
ficially flavored. Usually readily soluble 
in water, forming amber solutions. 
Actions and Uses: All the accepted amino- 
acid preparations contain the so-called 
essential amino acids in physiologic pro- 
portions. These are the essential stepping 
stones in building proteins in the body. 
Normally the body builds its proteins out 
of the amino acids it derives from the 
ingested foods. In special conditions where 
this is not possible, the amino acids may 
be used as dietary supplements. They are 
useful in the treatment of severe protein 
deficiency. When given intravenously as 
the only source of protein, the protein 
they supply seems to be labile and does 
not remain long in the body. 

Warnings: Serious reactions may follow 
rapid intravenous injection. Large oral 
doses may cause severe diarrhea. 
Administration: Oral, intravenous. 
Preparations: Powder, solution. 

Dose: The amount is determined by the 
degree of protein supplementation nec- 
essary. 1 Gm. protein per Kg. of body 
weight per day is considered adequate 
for an adult.

AMINOPYRINE 


AMINOPHYLLINE—Theophylline 
Ethylenediamine 
Diuretic, antispasmodic, respiratory stim- 
ulant. White or yellowish powder with a 
bitter taste. Relatively soluble in water. 
Actions and Uses: Sometimes used to 
dilate the coronary arteries in coronary 
thrombosis and insufficiency. It is also 
used to relax the bronchial musculature in 
asthmatic attacks. It is diuretic, acting on 
the kidney to increase the rate of urine 
formation; a feeble respiratory stimulant. 
Warnings: Given intravenously too ra- 
pidly, it may produce circulatory col- 
lapse. Given by mouth, gastro-intestinal 
distress is common. 
Administration: Oral, intramuscular, in- 
travenous, rectal. 
Preparations: Tablet, 0.2 Gm. Solution. 
Intramuscular preparation is far too con- 
centrated to be given safely intravenously. 
Suppository.

This condition may 
develop suddenly and without warning in 
patients who have taken the drugs pre- 
viously without ill effect. Since there are 
usually many other drugs which can be 
easily substituted there is rarely any 
indication for this drug.

Advantages over 
other oral diuretics now available are 
not established. 


AMMONIA 

Stimulant. A highly irritant caustic vapor, 
which dissolves easily in water. Charac- 
teristic ammoniacal odor. Strongly alka- 
line. 

Actions and Uses: Ammonia spirit is used 
for its fleeting action as a respiratory aul 
circulatory stimulant, usually in cases of 
fainting. 

Warnings: The solutions and vapors are 
highly irritant. 

Administration: Inhalation. 

Preparations: Ammonia solution, diluted, 
10% solution in water. Ammonia solu- 
tion, strong, 28% solution in water. Aro- 
matic ammonia spirit, mixture containing 
about 2% of free ammonia with alcohol 
and aromatic oils. 

Dose: Inhalation of the vapors of the 
aromatic spirit. 


AMMONIATED MERCURY—White 
Precipitate 
Local antiseptic. White powder. 
Actions and Uses: Used externally as an 
antiseptic in infections of the skin. 
Warnings: Excessive use may be irritant 
and may cause a dermatitis. 
Administration: Topical. 
Preparations: Cream, ointment with wax, 
petrolatum and other greasy or non- 
greasy bases. Mixed with salicylic acid 
and other drugs in skin ointments. 
Dose: The dose is, to a large extent, 
determined by the strength of the oint- 
ment used. Do not apply too liberally. 





AMMONIUM ACETATE 
Diaphoretic. Colorless or white crystals, 
slightly soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Diaphoretic and diu- 
retic drug of doubtful value and infre- 
quently used. 

Warnings: Overdosage may lead to aci- 
dosis. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Solution: Contains about 
7% ammonium acetate and small amounts 
of acetic acid. 

Dose: 15 ce. 

AMMONIUM CARBONATE 
Liquefying expectorant. Hard white or 
translucent masses having a strong am- 
moniacal odor and taste. It deteriorates 
on standing, losing ammonia and becom- 
ing opaque. 

Actions and Uses: It is a nauseant, lique- 
fying expectorant. Sometimes used, be- 
cause of the free ammonia it gives off, 
as a reflex stimulant in “smelling salts.” 
Warnings: Strong alkali and irritant. 
Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Tablet, pure ammonium 
carbonate. Aromatic spirit of ammonia, 
contains about 2% of ammonia, alcohol 
and aromatic oils. Mixture, cough medi- 
cines and expectorants. 

Dose: Ammonium carbonate, 0.3 Gm. 
Aromatic spirit, 2 cc. 

AMMONIUM CHLORIDE 

Diuretic, acidifier and expectorant. Color- 
less or white crystals, with a cool or 
salty taste. Soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: It is an irritant and 
nauseant. In common with all nauseants, 
it encourages bronchial secretion, hence 
used as an expectorant. In the body, it 
is changed into urea and free hydro- 
chloric acid. The hydrochloric acid lib- 
erates sodium from the tissues, thus 
acting as a diuretic and increasing the 
rate of urine flow, and at the same time 
also acidifying the urine. Often used in 
conjunction with other diuretics, whose 
action it may intensify. 

Warnings: Gastro-intestinal irritant with 
nausea and vomiting. Acidosis may oc- 
cur in cases with poor renal function. 
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Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Tablet, 0.5 Gm., enteric 
coated. Mixture, with cough medicines. 
Dose: Diuresis, 3-9 Gm. daily. Expecto- 
rant, 0.3 Gm.

Urinary antiseptic. 

Actions and Uses: This is a form of 
mandelate which tends to acidify the 
urine. See Mandelic Acid.

Preparations: Tablet. Sirup, for children. 
Dose: About 12 Gm. daily for adults.

AMOBARBITAL—Amytal® 
Hypnotic. White crystalline powder, in- 
soluble in water, usually the soluble 
sodium salt. Bitter taste. 

Actions and Uses: Short-acting hypnotic 
and sedative, similar to barbital and 
phenobarbital, but with effects which 
develop more rapidly and which are 
eliminated more rapidly. Used to control 
insomnia and anxiety, but also used as 
a preliminary to surgical anesthesia. See 
Barbiturates. 

Warnings: Overdosage may lead to nar- 
cosis and death. Regular use may lead to 
habituation. Abrupt withdrawal may lead 
to convulsions. 

Administration: Oral, intravenous, intra- 
muscular. 

Preparations: Tablet, 50, 100 mg. Cap- 
sule, 0.065, 0.2 Gm.—sodium salt, is usu- 
ally identified by a blue-colored capsule. 
Elixir, contains alcohol, coloring matter 
and flavoring matter, with about 25 mg. 
amytal per teaspoon. Ampule, 0.25 and 
0.5 Gm., to be dissolved before injection, 
into a 2% solution. 

Dose: 30 mg. to 0.5 Gm., depending 
upon therapeutic indication.

AMODIAQUIN—Camoquin® 
Antimalarial. The hydrochloride.

AMOLANONE—Amethone® 

Topical anesthetic. Recommended for uro- 
logic diagnostic procedures. Available in 
5% solution to be diluted (20 ml. to 
500 ml.) to 0.33%. 


AMPHENIDONE—Dornwall® 
Tranquilizer. No advantages over those 
in common use have yet been estab- 
lished. Available in 100 and 200 mg. 
oral tablets. 
AMPHETA MINE—Benzedrine®, 
Biphetamine®, Raphetamine® 
Adrenergic. White powder, with a bitter 
taste, the alginate; sulfate or phosphate 
and a resin. The alginate is much weaker 
and therefore less likely to be effective. 
Actions and Uses: Used largely for its 
cephalotropic actions, stimulating mildly 
depressed states, producing a sense of 
well being, depressing the appetite, hence 
used in obesity, as an adjunct in the treat- 
ment of alcoholism, as a stimulant in 
barbiturate poisoning and _ depression. 
Often used to counteract sleepiness, nar- 
colepsy, mental fatigue, orthostatic hypo- 
tension. 
Warnings: Tends to elevate blood pres- 
sure. Excessive use, even early in the day, 
may produce insomnia. 
Administration: Oral. 
Preparations: Tablet, 5-10 mg. of the sul- 
fate. Elixir. 
Dose: 5 mg. twice a day. 
Antidote: Barbiturates. 
AMPHOJEL®, see Aluminum 
Hydroxide Gel 
AMPHOTERICIN B—Fungizone® 
A new antibiotic for systemic fungus in- 
fections. Relatively toxic, more experience 
required for final evaluation. Available 
in 20 cc. ampules containing 2.5 mg. per 
ce. 
AMPROTROPINE—Syntropan® 
Anticholinergic. White powder, soluble 
in water, bitter taste. 








AMYLENE HYDRATE 


Actions and Uses: Acts like atropine to 
depress parasympathetic influences, but 
much less potent. Used for peptic ulcer 
and intestinal hypermotility. 

Warnings: May cause mydriasis in sen- 
sitive patients. 

Administration: Oral, subcutaneous, in- 
tramuscular. 

Preparations: Powder. Tablet 100 mg. 
Dose: 100-200 mg. 


AMYLENE HYDRATE 
The solvent for tribromoethanol (Aver- 
tin®) in anesthesia. 


AMYL NITRITE 
Vasodilator. Clear yellowish liquid with 
a characteristic fruity odor and a pun- 
gent taste. Volatile and inflammable. 
Actions and Uses: Dilates smooth muscle 
more especially that of the coronary ar- 
teries, which makes for its outstanding 
use to relieve the pain of angina pectoris 
(due to spasm of the coronary arteries). 
Also used as an emergency measure in 
the treatment of cyanide poisoning, to 
produce methemoglobinemia. Effects per- 
sist for a short time only. 
Warnings: Causes intense and rapid low- 
ering of the blood pressure. This may 
lead to severe headaches, and even shock- 
like reactions. Patients should be sitting 
when inhaling the vapors. 
Administration: Inhalation. 
Preparations: Dispensed in glass pearls 
or ampules covered with silk. These are 
crushed and the vapors inhaled at once. 
Dose: 0.3 cc.

Anise water, saturated so- 
lution of the oil in water.

Anticoagulant. Status to be established by 
further trial. Available in 50 mg. oral 
tablets.

ANTAZOLINE—Antistine® 
One of the large group of antihistamine 
drugs, which see. Available in 100 mg.

ANTHIOMALINE—Lithium 
Antimony Thiomalate 
Antiparasitic. Available in 60 mg. am- 
pules.

Dermatologic. Crystalline yellowish 
brown powder. Insoluble in water, but 
soluble in chloroform and acetone. 
Actions and Uses: Stimulates cellular 
regeneration and is used in treatment 
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of psoriasis, and other dermatoses. Not 
used internally. 

Warnings: May discolor the skin, pro- 
duce dermatitis or conjunctivitis. 
Administration: Topical. 

Preparations: Cream or ointment, con- 
taining 0.25-0.1% of anthralin in petro- 
leum or aerosol base. 

Dose: 0.1-0.25%. 


ANTIBIOTICS 

General Warning: These are all potent 
antibacterial materials and may, espe- 
cially if used indiscriminately, or for long 
periods of time, suppress bacterial 
activity which is essential to health; they 
may also pave the way for antibiotic-re- 
sistant infections, called superinfections. 
In addition, pathogenic bacteria may be- 
come highly resistant to them. It is essen- 
tial, therefore, that they be used with 
discrimination. 


ANTIHISTAMINICS 

Used to relieve or prevent allergic symp- 
toms. They provide only symptomatic 
relief and their action never extends be- 
yond the few hours of the duration of 
their effects. They are not curative. 
There is the danger of toxic action, es- 
pecially drowsiness after many of them, 
and the patient should be warned. There 
is no way of predicting, for a particular 
patient, which member of the group will 
prove to be the most desirable. More re- 
cently certain of the antihistaminic drugs 
have been found useful for the relief of 
nausea and vomiting and motion sickness. 
Many of these drugs exert fairly potent 
sedative actions and, because it is legal 
to sell antihistaminics without prescrip- 
tion, one of these, methapyrilene, is being 
sold under a variety of names, such as 
Dormin®, for sedative purposes. 


ANTIMONY 

Most of the antimony compounds used in 
medicine are chemotherapeutic agents 
against tropical disease, especially of 
protozoan origin. Tartar emetic, not only 
has this use, but is sometimes used as a 
nauseant expectorant and an emetic. 
Many preparations are given by the pa-

renteral route only. All antimony com- 
pounds are potentially toxic and cumu- 
lative and should be used with caution. 
The antidote for antimony is not well 
established, but it may be well to try 
dimercaprol. 


ANTIMONY POTASSIUM TAR- 
TRATE—Tartar Emetic 
Expectorant, antiprotozoal and emetic. 
Colorless, transparent crystals or white 
powder. Soluble in water. 
Actions and Uses: Orally in small doses, 
it may be used as an expectorant. Much 
more frequently used, by intravenous in- 
jection, in the management of granu- 
loma inguinale and schistosomiasis. There 
is a question whether it may be of value 
in the treatment of trichinosis. 
Warnings: Extravasation during intrave- 
nous injection may cause painful reaction 
due to irritant nature of drug. Drug 
may cause nausea, vomiting, stiffness, 
epigastric pain, constrictive sensation in 
chest, slow cardiac rate, dizziness, col- 
lapse. Should not be used in the presence 
of severe heart, liver or kidney disease. 
Should not be used together with other 
heavy metals. 
Administration: Oral, intravenous. 
Preparations: Expectorant. Ampule, solu- 
tion for injection, 1.0%. 
Dose: Expectorant, 3 mg. Parenteral, 30 
mg. 
Antidote: Not established but it is well 
to try dimercaprol. 


ANTIMONY SODIUM THIOGLY- 
COLLATE 
Chemotherapeutic. White or pink powder, 
usually: odorless, discolored by exposure 
to light. Soluble in water. 
Actions and Uses: Less toxic and irritant 
than antimony potassium tartrate, and 
proposed as a substitute for it in the 
treatment of tropical diseases. Not given 
orally. Eliminated by the kidneys. 
Warnings: Same as for antimony po- 
tassium tartrate. 
Administration: Intramuscular. 
Preparations: Powder. Ampule, 0.5% so- 
lution in 10 and 20 cc. sized ampules. 








ANTIPYRINE 


Dose: 50 mg. 
Antidote: Not established but it is well 
to try dimercaprol. 
ANTIPYRINE—Phenazone 
Analgesic and antipyretic. Colorless crys- 
tals or white powder. Soluble in water. 
Chemically and pharmacologically much 
the same as aminopyrine. Rarely used. 
ANTISEPTIC SOLUTION—Liquor 
Antisepticus 
Anfiseptic. A solution containing boric 
acid (2.5%), aromatic oils, alcohol 
(25%) and water. Characteristic aro- 
matic odor. Becomes cloudy on extreme 
cold, but is clear and colorless at normal 
room temperatures. 
Actions and Uses: A pleasant mouth 
wash when diluted with 3-5 parts of 
water. Not used internally. Has little 
antiseptic value. 
Warnings: Must be diluted before using. 
Administration: Topical, gargle with di- 
luted solution and expectorate. 
ANTISTINE®, see Antazoline

APOMORPHINE 

Emetic. White or grayish powder or 
crystals, usually the hydrochloride. Sol- 
uble in water. Solutions change color, 
from gray to green to black on standing. 
Actions and Uses: Produces vomiting by 
an action on the brain. Used when effec- 
tive vomiting is quickly needed, as in poi- 
soning. Effects produced within 5 min- 
utes after injection and may be long 
lasting. 

Warnings: Excessive vomiting. Solutions 
which are green must not be used. 

Under narcotic regulation. 
Administration: Subcutaneous. 
Preparations: Hypo tablet, 5 mg. Solu- 
tion. Solutions deteriorate on standing. 
Keep in dark. 

Dose: Usually about 5 mg. for an adult, 
subcutaneously. If the first does not pro- 
duce an effect, subsequent doses may 
cause central depression without pro- 
ducing vomiting.

ARSENIC 
Arsenic compounds are widely used in 
medicine. They have been particularly 
useful in diseases causcd by protozoa, 
although they have been used in non- 
infectious disease as well, especially skin 
and blood dyscrasias. All have serious 
toxic potentialities and those receiving 
arsenicals must be carefully watched. 
BAL (dimercaprol) should be used as 
the antidote for all forms of arsenic 
poisoning. In syphilis it has been virtual- 
ly entirely displaced by penicillin. 
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ARSENIC TRIOXIDE 

Hematinic. White powder, slightly soluble 
in water. 

Actions and Uses: Occasionally used in 
the treatment of leukemia to depress 
white cell formation. Used in some skin 
diseases. 

Warnings: An extremely toxic material; 
may cause serious kidney damage. 
Administration: Oral, topical. 
Preparations: Solution, 1% in about 5% 
hydrochloric acid. Tablet, 2 mg. 

Dose: 2 mg. for the adult. 

Antidote for all arsenicals: Dimercaprol. 


ARSPHENAMINE—Salvarsan®, 
606 

Antiluetic. The original antisyphilitic ar- 

senical; now completely replaced by such 

modern arsenicals as oxophenarsine and 

penicillin. See Arsenic. 


ARSTHINOL—Balarsen® 
An organic arsenical for oral use in in- 
testinal amebiasis and yaws. See arsenic. 


ARTANE®, see Trihexyphenidyl 
ARTERENOL, see Levarterenol 


ARTHROPAN®, see Choline 
Salicylate 


ASCORBIC ACID—Cevitamic Acid, 
Cebione®, Cevex®, Vitamin C. 
Vitamin. White or yellowish powder, sol- 
uble in water. Solution deteriorates rap- 

idly. Sodium salt available. 

Actions and Uses: Essential element of 
diet. Not stored in body to any extent 
and is needed regularly in the diet. Lack 
of this vitamin for a period of time may 
produce scurvy or less severe evidences 
of vitamin C deficiency, such as pro- 
longed healing of wounds. 

Warnings: Large doses may lead to G. I. 
upsets. 

Administration: Oral, intramuscular, in- 
travenous. 

Preparations: Tablet, 25, 50, 100 mg. Am- 
pule; sodium ascorbate solution usually 
used for parenteral administration. 
Dose: Depends on needs of the patient. 


ATROPINE 


ASPIDIUM OLEORESIN-—-Male 
Fern Oleoresin 
Vermifuge. The oleoresin, a dark green 
thick liquid, insoluble in water. 
Actions and Uses: Toxic to the tape- 
worm and used in treatment of tapeworm 
infestations. Also toxic to host in large 
doses. 
Warnings: If absorbed, may cause vio- 
lent symptoms: vomiting, purging, weak- 
ness, spasm of extremities, convulsions, 
stupor, coma, collapse, permanent blind- 
ness, jaundice and kidney damage. Should 
not be used in debilitated patients, those 
with cardiac, liver, or kidney disease, 
ulcerative lesions of G. I. tract. A second 
course should not be given within a week 
of the first. 
Administration: Oral. A fat-free diet 
should be given for 48 hours before the 
drug, and a liquid diet 24 hours before. 
Two hours after the drug, a saline pur- 
gative is given, and 2 hours later, a soap 
solution enema. 15-30 Gm. sodium sulfate 
given night before the drug. Castor oil 
and mineral oil are contraindicated. 
Preparations: Capsule, Emulsion. 
Dose: Two doses of 2.5 Gm. of the oleo- 
resin given 1 hour apart in the morning, 
followed as above with purgative and 
enema.

Actions and Uses: Atropine is prototype 
of vagal antagonists. It paralyses or de- 
presses the vagus and the other nerves 
of the parasympathetic nervous system. 
By this action, it depresses salivation, the 
secretion of gastric juices and acid, and 
pancreatic juices. It suppresses the se- 
cretion of bronchial mucous membranes. 
It relaxes muscles which contract under 
vagal tone, thus it relaxes bronchial mus- 
culature, the smooth muscle of the in- 
testine, and dilates the pupils. It sup- 
presses perspiration and accelerates the 
heart. It is used in the treatment of 
spasm of the G. I. tract, bronchial spasm, 
in peptic ulcer to suppress gastric secre- 
tion and activity, before anesthesia to 
keep the bronchial secretions at a mini- 
mum. The rate of elimination varies with 
different organs. 
Warnings: Overdosage may lead to ele- 
ine temperature and delirium. The pro- 
onged effect on the pupil may be over- 
come with physostigmine. Mouth may be- 
come uncomfortably dry. In patients with 
glaucoma or a tendency to it, it may 
cause extremely painful acute glaucoma 
with loss of sight. For this reason atro- 
pine is rarely applied to the eyes of 
patients over 45, and used with special 
caution by mouth. This warning applies 
to all atropine-like drugs. 
Administration: Oral, parenteral, topical 
(in eye).

Used in vascular disease 

with vasospasm, Raynaud’s Syndrome, 

phlebitis, etc. As with other drugs in the 

group, of limited utility. 

Warnings: May cause intense fall in 

blood pressure. Do not use in anginal 

syndrome or other form of coronary dis- 

ease, asthma, or peptic ulcer. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Tablets, 25 mg. 

Dose: 25 mg. three times daily.

BARBITURATES 

There is a long list of compounds which 
are derived from the original drug, bar- 
bital, and in general, share its properties 
and dangers. In general, the barbiturates 
are very insoluble in the acid form and 
very soluble as the sodium salt. 

These are all synthetic compounds, the 
acid form is insoluble in water, the so- 
dium salts are very soluble. They are 
bitter and relatively well absorbed from 
G. I. tract but vary considerably in the 
rate of absorption and the speed of de- 
velopment of effects. Similarly, they vary 
in rate of elimination. In general, those 
with rapid onset of action are also rela- 


BARIUM CHLORIDE 


tively rapidly eliminated; those slow to 
produce effects produce the more long- 
lasting effects. In general, too, the rap- 
idly eliminated drugs are destroyed in 
part or all in the liver, those with long- 
lasting effects are eliminated by the kid- 
neys in the urine. The barbiturates are 
classified as: very rapid acting; rapid 
acting; intermediate acting; and long 
acting. 

Each of the barbiturates may produce 
sedation, hypnosis, somnolence and sur- 
gical anesthesia depending on the dose 
given. 

The drugs are commonly used as seda- 
tives and for the relief of insomnia. The 
more rapidly acting ones like thiopental, 
may be used for surgical anesthesia. Phe- 
nobarbital seems to have special effects 
against the convulsions of epilepsy. 
Continued use may lead to tolerance and 
dependence. Withdrawal symptoms, such 
as convulsions and anxiety, may develop 
if drugs are suddenly stopped after long 
continued use. Alcoholics may substitute 
barbiturates for alcohol, and become just 
as devoted to it. The effects are similar. 
Overdosage may lead to profound nar- 
cosis, respiratory depression and death. 
Barbiturates are presently the favorite 
drug for suicide. Poisoning is usually ef- 
fectively treated with supportive therapy 
alone. Penicillin should be used to pre- 
vent pneumonia. Shock may develop and 
require the standard treatment. In rare 
cases which do not respond to these 
measures, analeptics such as picrotoxin, 
in the hands of the expert only, may 
sometimes be an effective measure. 
Dosage varies somewhat with each drug. 
It is to be noted, however, that the 
therapeutic index for al! is about the 
same: drugs which require the smailest 
dose to produce therapeutic effects, also 
are the most toxic; those which have 
larger therapeutic doses are also less 
toxic. 


BARIUM CHLORIDE 

Rarely used today. Formerly used in treat- 
ment of heart block. An extremely dan- 
gerous drug. 








BARIUM SULFATE 


BARIUM SULFATE 
Diagnostic. A fine white powder, insol- 
uble in water. Has chalky taste. Mixed 
with water, it makes a paste. 
Actions and Uses: Barium sulfate is 
opaque to x-rays. Drug is taken by mouth 
for x-rays of upper part of G.I. tract, and 
given as a “barium enema” to outline 
the rectum and colon. 
Warnings: When taken by mouth in 
large amounts, unless the bowels move 
and evacuate actively, impaction may 
form. There is the danger of confusion 
of harium sulfate with other barium 
salts which are extremely toxic. 
Administration: Oral, rectal. 
Preparations: The thickness of the paste 
required depends on the kind of roent- 
genology. A very thin mixture is gen- 
erally used, but in instances in which the 
esophagus is to be outlined, a thick paste 
may be desirable. 
Dose: As indicated by needs.

BELLADONNA 

Anticholinergic. Powdered leaf of the 
plant, Atropa belladonna. Has bitter taste. 
Actions and Uses: Its actions and uses 
depend on the fact that it contains 
atropine and a related alkaloid, with 
similar actions, hyoscyamine. Used mainly 
in the relief of spasm of the intestinal 
musculature and in peptic ulcer. 
Warnings: Overdosage may lead to myd- 
riasis, dryness of mouth, elevated tem- 
perature and delirium. Rarely fatal. May 
cause glaucoma. 

Administration: Oral. 

Freparations: Extract, fluidextract and 
tincture. Alkaloidal mixture (Rabel- 
lon®). 

Dose: The equivalent of 0.06 Gm. of the 
leaf, i.e., 0.6 cc. of the tincture. 
Antidote: Physostigmine. 


BEMEGRIDE—Megimide® 


New analeptic. Claims for usefulness in 
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barbiturate poisoning have not been cor- 
roborated. No better than the well-under- 
stood and commonly used picrotoxin. 


BENACTYZINE—Phobex®, 
Suavitil® 
Tranquilizer. New drug, and like all new 
tranquilizers it will take a long time 
before its usefulness in the treatment of 
simple anxiety symptoms will be estab- 
lished. Available in 1 mg. tablets. 
BENADRYL®, see Diphenhydra- 
mine

BENOXINATE—Dorsacaine® 

Local anesthetic. Used largely in opthal- 
mology.

Use cautiously in patients with a 
history of allergic reactions, with open 
lesions, or heart disease. 


BENTONITE 

Emulsifying agent. A fine buff or cream- 
colored powder, insoluble in water, but 
swelling considerably when added to it. 
Actions and Uses: An adsorbent, emul- 
sifying, gel-forming material used in the 
preparation of pharmaceuticals and cos- 
metics. 


BENTYL®, see Dicyclomine

BENZALKONIUM—Zephiran® 
Antiseptic. A soluble powder with an 
aromatic odor and a bitter taste. 
Actions and Uses: Cationic detergent and 
surface active material with disinfectant 
properties in high dilution, with little 
irritant properties for man. Its anti- 
bacterial action is exerted relatively rap- 
idly, within about 5 minutes.

BENZETHONIUM—Phemerol® 
Antiseptic. The chloride. A general an- 
tiseptic used for preoperative prepara- 
tions as well as for general purposes. 
Available in 3% and 0.1% solution, and 
0.2% tincture; the latter two concentra- 
tions are recommended for general anti- 
septic purposes.

BENZOIC ACID 

Antiseptic. White crystals. 

Actions and Uses: Little effect if taken in 
small dosage by mouth.

Commonly used together 
with salicylic acid in an ointment called 
Whitfield’s ointment, for the treatment 
of fungus infections of the skin. 
Administration: Topical.

Actions and Uses: Used as local anti- 
septic and stimulant to promote healing.

Warnings: Some feel that benzoin, which 
is most frequently used in steam inhala- 
tions for irritations and inflammation in 
the tracheo-bronchial tree, may cause 
more irritation than good. When used for 
this purpose, the vapors should smell 
only slightly of the benzoin. 
Administration: Topical, steam inhalation. 
Preparations: Compound tincture of ben- 
zoin, contains about 10% of the resin.

Said to cause relatively less 

potassium loss than other chlorothiazide 

diuretics. Precise status to be deter- 

mined by further trial. Available in 5 

mg. oral tablets. 

BENZYL ALCOHOL—Phenylcarbi- 
nol 

Surface anesthetic. Clear fluid miscible 

- with water. 

Actions and Uses: 

pruritus. 

Warnings: Toxic by mouth. 

Administration: Topical. 

Preparations: Usually with other drugs. 

Dose: Concentration 1-4%. 


BENZYL BENZOATE— 
Benylate®, Vanzoate® 

Scabicide. A clear colorless, oily liquid 

with aromatic odor and sharp burning 

taste. Insoluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Has recently been 

shown effective in treatment of scabies 

and pediculosis. 

Warnings: Do not apply to face or near 

eyes. 

Administration: Topical. 

Preparations: Lotion and lotion with 

chlorophenothane (DDT).

Anthelminthic. Not on commercial drug

BETA-PYRIDYL CARBINOL—Ro- 
niacol® 

Vasodilator. The tartrate. Recommended 

for vasospastic conditions and other con- 

ditions with deficient peripheral blood 

supply.

Dose: Ranges from 50-200 mg., 1-4 times 

daily. 

BETAZOLE—Histalog® 

Analogue of histamine; said to stimulate 

the secretion of hydrochloric acid ~7ithout 

fall in blood pressure which may follow 

histamine.

Actions and Uses: Lengthens prothrombin 
time by decreasing prothrombin content 
of blood, preventing intravascular clot- 
ting and propagation of emboli and 
thrombi. Used mainly in patients with 
coronary thrombosis to prevent intra- 
mural thrombi, in patients with throm- 
bophlebitis and in prevention of emboli. 
Warnings: Overdosage may lead to in- 
ternal hemorrhage. Drug must be used 
in conjunction with daily prothrombin 
tests which determine the dose for the 
day. In overdosage, intravenous injection 
of vitamin K or menadione and trans- 
fusions of fresh whole blood may restore 
normal prothrombin content of the blood. 
Administration: Oral. 
Preparations: Tablet and capsule, 25, 50,

Absorption from G. I. tract 
usually negligible. Often used in treat- 
ment of diarrhea and also, because of 
buffering action, as antacids.

BISMUTH SUBGALLATE 


bismuth salts which are fairly potent 
against the spirochete and were alter- 
nated with the arsenical drugs when the 
arsenicals were used in syphilis. Bismuth 
may cause toxic effects: skin eruptions, 
stomatitis and renal irritation.

BROMIDES

however, is the development of serious 
psychologic symptoms. Bromides are fre- 
quently incorporated into remedies sold 
over the drug counter without prescrip- 
tion and as a result, poisoning is rela- 
tively common. Federal restrictions have 
reduced the doses of bromides permitted 
in such remedies. 

The value of bromides as sedatives is 
questionable, and in view of this, use is 
slowly being eliminated; many hospital 
formularies have omitted them. 
Bromide poisoning is treated by adminis- 
tration of large amounts of sodium

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chloride. There is no difference in action 
or potency between the various bromides 
available.

Calcium is an element essential in the 
building and maintenance of bone. For 
this reason, large amounts are essential 
in growing children and pregnant fe- 
males. The adult needs much smaller 
amounts. The utilization of calcium by 
bones is closely bound to vitamin D in- 
take, and this vitamin must also be 
supplied in adequate amounts to prevent 
development of calcium disturbances. The 
parathyroid gland controls deposition of 
calcium in bones. 
It is also a vital electrolyte in the blood, 
especially in relation to neuromuscular 
activity. In the case of low blood calcium 
levels, convulsions may develop. 
Most important special purpose is its 
relationship to the toxic effects of lead. 
Calcium tends to keep lead in the bones, 
to prevent it from reaching high and 
the appearance of the symptoms of lead 
poisoning. 
In large doses it may produce relaxation 
of muscle tone, and for that reason, it 
is sometimes given intravenously in cases 
of colic, especially lead colic.

CARBOLIC ACID 


Actions and Uses: Suppresses epiderma- 
tophytosis and other superficial fungus 
infections of the skin. 

Warnings: Do not use in acute lesions. 
Stains linen. 

Administration: Topical. 

Preparation: Solution contains boric acid, 
phenol, resorcinol, fuchsin, acetone, al- 
cohol and water.

CARBON DIOXIDE 

Respiratory stimulant. A colorless odor- 
less gas, slightly soluble in water.

Carbon 
dioxide snow (dry ice) is used as a 
refrigerant. 

Warnings: Should not be administered 
in pure form. The “snow” should be used 
with care to avoid frostbite. Overinhala- 
tion of pure gas may induce anesthesia. 
Administration: Inhalation (via mask) to- 
gether with oxygen; topical. 
Preparations: Pure gas, mixture with 
oxygen, 5-10%, in cylinder.

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE 
Vermifuge. Colorless liquid resembling 
chloroform in odor, with sweet taste. De- 
composes slowly in light. 

Actions and Uses: Widely used against 
hookworm and other intestinal parasites. 
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Has narcotic and anesthetic properties. 
Warnings: A highly toxic material, es- 
pecially in alcoholic patients. May cause 
liver, kidney or even nerve injury. Fats, 
oil and alcohol should be avoided before 
administration. Largely replaced by more 
modern vermifuges. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Capsule, of 1-2.5 cc. 

Dose: 2.5 cc. total at one time for an 
adult. Often preceded by a laxative. Given 
once, as a single dose; not repeated for 
at least 3 weeks.

CINCHONA 


Antimalarial. 

Cinchona is obtained from bark of the 
cinchona tree and contains several alka- 
loidal materials which are effective in 
treatment of malaria and constitute the 
oldest specific drugs in common use. 
Chief of these drugs is quinine which is 
discussed elsewhere. Quinidine is another 
of these alkaloids which also has an im- 
portant cardiac action. There are also 
cinchonidine and cinchonine, which are 
almost as effective as quinine and quin- 
idine as antimalarial agents. They are 
rarely used, mainly because the bark 
does not contain as much of these as the 
other alkaloids; the statement that they 
are more difficult to use is not supported 
by good evidence. The cinchona alkaloids 
also exert analgesic and anti-pyretic ac- 
tions. 

Finally, the crude bark, or simple ex- 
tracts of the bark containing all the alka- 
loids, have been used effectively in the 
treatment of malaria. Totaquine is one of 
these. It has the advantage of being con- 
siderably cheaper because much effort has 
not been expended in the process of puri- 
fication. To a large extent, however, 
cinchona has been supplanted by the 
more effective and less toxic newer anti- 
malarial agents. In general, the unde- 
sirable effects of all the cinchona alka- 
loids are about the same. 


CINCHOPHEN—Atophan®

The powdered leaf of Digitalis purpurea, 
a bitter greenish powder. Standardized 
by bio-assay, strength expressed in units 
rather than weight. Contains a large pro- 
portion of impurities which, if given in 
full dosage at one time, may cause G. I. 
irritation, nausea and vomiting. Poorly 
absorbed, slowly eliminated, action de- 
-velops slowly and is due to its digitoxin 
content which it resembles closely in its 
pharmacologic actions.

Actions and Uses: Typical of digitalis 
drugs. 

Warnings: As for all digitalis materials; 
nausea and vomiting are usually the 
earlier signs of intoxication, visual dis- 
turbances and cardiac irregularity of 
more advanced intoxication. It is im- 
portant, however, to distinguish these 
from similar symptoms caused by the 
patient’s disease.

Anticonvulsant. White powder, deterio- 
rates on exposure to air. Freely soluble in 
water in the form of the sodium salt. 
Actions and Uses: Controls grand mal 
and psychomotor seizures of epilepsy. 
May be of value in bronchial asthma, 
Parkinson’s disease, chorea, and migraine, 
although not commonly used in these 
conditions. 
Warnings: Nausea and vomiting, skin 
eruptions and soreness of the gums are 
relatively common. Central nervous sys- 
tem complications include disturbances 
in vision, ataxia, dizziness, tremors and 
psychoses.

Antidote. White soluble powder available 
as acid, sodium and calcium salts. 
Actions and Uses: An entirely new kind 

of drug, a so-called sequestering or chel- 
ating agent. This chemical literally draws 

certain metals from their combination 
with tissues, changes them into soluble 
and less toxic compounds, and accelerates 
their excretion from the body. EDTA is 
now used principally in lead poisoning 
but its final position in medicine is not 
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yet determined and it is likely that this 
drug, or one like it, will be outstanding 
in the treatment of various types of 
metal poisoning. EDTA is especially im- 
portant because lead poisoning is com- 
mon and dimercaprol (BAL) is ineffect- 
ual in this condition. 

Warnings: There is the possibility of 
hypocalcemia and tetany when the acid 
and the sodium salts of EDTA are used 
and, for that reason, the calcium salt is 
preferred. Inject slowly. In an unidenti- 
fied poisoning or one in which the use of 
EDTA is not established there is the 
possibility that the combination between 
EDTA and the metal will not reduce 
toxicity. 

Preparations: Ampules and tablets. 
Dose: Intravenous, 1-2 Gm. in 250 ce. 
saline or dextrose solution. Oral, 30 mg. 
per Kg. 

EDATHAMIL DISODIUM 
—Endrate®, Versenate Sodium® 
This chelating agent, unlike Edathamil 
Calcium-Disodium (which see) from 
which it must be carefully distinguished, 
is used specifically to remove calcium or 
to lower blood-calcium levels for special 
purposes. Overdose may lead to hypo- 
calcemic tetany; chronic use to osteo- 
porosis.

Emetics are drugs which induce vomit- 
ing and used principally in treatment of 
poisoning. Two types are: (1) central 
emetics which act on the brain, and (2) 
local emetics which act on mucosa of 
stomach or intestinal tract. 

Central emetics. Administered either 
orally or parenterally. Latter produces 
prompt results and is usually route of 
choice. Best known central emetic is 
apomorphine although morphine often 
produces same action in sensitive pa- 
tients. Effects are produced in about a 
minute after injection of apomorphine. 
Local emetics. Frequently used because 
of availability in the home. Because of 
irritant action they may be highly toxic 
in large doses. It is well to remember 
this, especially when using a _ metallic 
emetic such as zinc or copper sulfate, 
which can cause serious poisoning. 
Should be used with great caution, never 
haphazardly, in considerable dilution. 


EMETINE 

Amebicide. White or yellowish crystal- 
line powder, soluble in water, usually the 
hydrochloride. Slowly eliminated. 
Actions and Uses: An effective antiame- 
bic agent which is largely being dis- 
placed because it is more toxic and less 
effective than the more recent ones. 
Warnings: Never inject intravenously. 
Continued use may cause central ner- 
vous system symptoms, cardiac disturb-

ances, skin eruptions, hemoptysis, diar- 
rhea, vomiting. 

Administration: Intramuscular. 
Preparations: Ampule, 1 cc. containing

between courses.

Analgesic. A proprietary mixture which 
consists of aspirin, acetophenetidin and 
caffeine, also commonly found in other 
widely advertised analgesic mixtures.

ic attacks. 

Warnings: May elevate blood pressure

ESTROGENS 

Estrogenic hormones represent a large 
number of natural and synthetic drugs, 
all of which have similar actions on the 
uterus, its lining, the vaginal epithelium, 
the mammary glands and the secondary 
sexual features of the female. In addi- 
tion they exert a specific restraining 
action on carcinoma of the prostate of 
the male. 

The natural estrogens may be recovered 
from the ovary, the urine of pregnant hu- 
mans and pregnant animals, and the pla- 
centa. These include impure mixtures as 
well as chemical derivatives of these nat- 
ural estrogens such as estradiol benzoate 
and ethinyl] estradiol. 

The synthetic materials such as stilbes- 
trol and dienestrol, produce essentially the 
same effects as natural estrogens, but it is 
said that side effects and minor toxic ac- 
tions may be more common with the syn- 
thetic materials. 

The gravest danger in the continued and 
improper scheduling of the dosage with 
estrogens is; uterine hypertrophy and 
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bleeding, an action which often leads to 
an erroneous suspicion of uterine car- 
cinoma. 
The commonest indication for estrogen 
therapy is menapause, but they are used 
also for disorders of vaginal mucosa dys- 
menorthea, prostatitis and mammary and 
prostatic carcinoma. 
The drugs, depending on which one is 
used, may be taken orally or parenterally 
and may be given in conjunction with 
androgenic hormones. 
The dosage is variable and depends on 
the material, the symptoms and response 
to therapy. Overdosage or too long con- 
tinued use in the female may cause 
severe menstrual bleeding.

EXCHANGE RESINS 

A group of relatively inert materials, 
which have no direct action on the body 
or its functions. They do, however, com- 
bine with acid or alkaline ions (de- 
pending on the type used) and hold 
them tenaciously. Thus, if such sub- 
stances are given together with food, they 
will remove from it, acid or alkali, as 
the case may be. If the cationic resins, 
namely those which combine with al- 
kaline materials are given together with 
with food, they will remove principally 
sodium. Thus, it becomes possible, with 
their use, to give a patient a diet which 
is flavored with sodium chloride, and 
yet to treat it in such a way, that the 
sodium chloride does not get into the 
system. This device, therefore, is a way 
around the salt-poor diet, which is such 
a hardship for so many cardiac patients. 
The disadvantages of these substances 
are: (1) disagreeable texture, making it 
dificult to take; (2) limited ability to 
remove salt, so that full freedom to take 
salt may not be granted; (3) removes 
other important alkaline ions, principally 
potassium and calcium, but there are 
some resins which provide these ions in 
excess to overcome this objection; (4) 
cause gastric distress in many patients; 
(5) may cause serious constipation. 
Other exchange resins combine with acids 
and are used to counteract the gastric 
acid in patients who are being treated for 
peptic ulcers. They are not as desirable 
as the antacids which are so much more 
commonly used, principally because of 
their irritant action on the intestinal 
tract and their tendency to produce con- 
stipation.

HEPTABARBITAL—Medomin® 
Hypnotic. A barbiturate with moderately 
rapid curve of action.

orally for hypnosis, 50-100 mg. for seda- 
tion. 


HEROIN 

A morphine derivative with high poten- 
tial for addiction; no longer legally 
available for any purpose in this country 
although used in medicine in Great Bri- 
tain. Commonly used by addicts.

HEX ACHLOROPHENE 
—Gamophen®, Hex-O-San®,

A phenol antiseptic used mainly in 

surgical soaps in from about 0.5 to 2.5%

HEX ADIMETHRINE—Polybrene® 
Heparin antidote. Available in ampules 
containing 100 mg. in 10 cc. Dilute before 
using; administer intravenously. 


HEX AMETHONIUM—Bistrium®, 
Esomid®, Methium® 
Hypotensive. 
Actions and Uses: Autonomic ganglionic 
blocking agent. Has an action described 
as “medical sympathectomy.” Produces 
a marked reduction of blood pressure in 
most patients with essential arterial hy- 
pertension. Reported to prolong life in 
malignant hypertension and materially al- 
ter the progress of the disease. Very little 
used. 
Warnings: Very potent drug. Must be 
administered under careful medical su- 
pervision. Paralytic ileus reported. 
Administration: Oral, subcutaneous, ir- 
regular. 


HEXOBARBITAL 


Preparations: Tablet, 250 mg. Vial, mul- 
ti-dose, 25 mg. per cc. 

Dose: Varies with individual patient 
sesponse. 


HEXAVITAMINS 

Vitamin. A mixture containing 5000 units 
vitamin A, 400 Units vitamin D, 75 mg. 
abscorbic acid, 2 mg. thiamine hydro- 
chloride, 3 mg. riboflavin, and 20 mg. 
nicotinamide. 

Actions and Uses: As a prophylactic, a 
supplement to diets which may be defi- 
cient in vitamins so as to insure the 
proper daily vitamin intake. 
Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Capsule, tablet. 

Dose: Each tablet or capsule contains 
approximately the adult daily require- 
ment. 


HEXESTROL 

Synthetic estrogen. 

Actions and Uses: Much the same as 
diethylstilbestrol, which see. Available in 
1 and 3 mg. tablets and, for intramuscu- 
lar use, in vials, 1 and 5 mg. per ml. 


HEXETIDINE — Sterisil®, Steri- 
sol® 

Antiseptic. New agent used mainly as 
vaginal antiseptic. Action said to be espe- 
cially prolonged. Claimed to be highly 
effective against Trichomonas and He- 
mophilus Vaginalis. Available in tubes 
with applicators, as 0.1% gel. 


HEXOBARBITAL—Evipal® 
Hypnotic. The sodium salt, a white 
powder with bitter taste soluble in water. 
Actions and Uses: One of the very rapid- 
ly acting barbiturate drugs. Used for 
general anesthesia of brief duration. 
Warnings: Rapid injection may induce 
extreme fall in blood pressure. Although 
recovery is relatively rapid patient may 
not recover completely for a much longer 
period and, therefore, requires observa- 
tion.

Warnings: Causes fall in blood pressure 
and overdosage may cause vasomotor col- 
lapse or shock. Symptoms include head- 
ache, dizziness, asthmatic attacks. 
Administration: Intramuscular, subcuta- 
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neous, also by iontophoresis for local 
vascular effects.

Actions and Uses: Used in hypertension 
persisting or recurring after sympathec- 
tomy, essential and early malignant hy- 
pertension, acute glomerulonephritis and 
certain types of toxemias of pregnancy.

Warnings: May produce tachycardia, pal- 
pitation, dizziness, weakness, mild to se- 
vere headache, nausea and vomiting, 
postural hypotension, numbness and tin- 
gling of the extremities, flushing, vary- 
ing degrees of nasal congestion, lacrima- 
tion, conjunctival inflammation.

Digestive. Colorless, irritant fluid with 
irritant fumes.

This material is es- 
sential to proper digestive processes, 
although it causes considerable pain in 
patient with peptic ulcer. In pernicious 
anemia and other conditions in which 
gastric acidity is markedly reduced or 
deficient, the oral administration of the 
acid is useful. 

Warnings: High concentrations are irri- 
tant. Acid may erode the teeth and 
should be taken through a tube and in 
well diluted solutions. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Dilute hydrochloric acid

Hormone. Obtained from pancreas of 
cattle. 

Actions and Uses: The natural hormone 
is intimately concerned with the utili- 
zation of carbohydrate after absorption 
into the bloodstream. Used in treatment 
of diabetes and other situations in which 
stimulation of carbohydrate metabolism 
is indicated. Used as convulsant in cer- 
tain psychiatric conditions. 

Warnings: Overdose or unusual exertion 
may result in insulin reaction. Symptoms 
include: nervousness, weakness, insomnia, 
diaphoresis, coma, convulsion. Store in 
refrigerator. Always examine label for 
expiration date and unitage of solution. 
Administration: Subcutaneous, intrave- 
nous. 

Preparations: Crystalline (regular), crys- 
talline zinc, globin zinc, Isophane 
(NPH®, a mixture of insulin, protamine 
and zinc), protamine zinc. These 


preparations differ in rate of absorption 
from site of injection, all the others 
being more slowly absorbed than the 
crystalline insulin, and the latter is less 
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commonly used than the others for that 
reason. Unitage of insulin varies and is 
indicated on bottle. See Insulin Prepara- 
tions. 

Orally effective insulin substitutes: These 
are now under investigation but utility 
in clinical diabetes remains to be estab- 
lished. 

Dose: Depends on acuteness of condition, 
seriousness of diabetes and type of 
insulin used. 

Antidote: Carbohydrate (lump of sugar, 
orange juice, intravenous dextrose). 
Insulin color codes: Color of wrapper dis- 
tinguishes the type and concentration of 
insulin as follows. Yellow, 20 U.S.P. 
Units per cc. Red, 40 U.S.P. Units per 
cc. Green, 80 U.S.P. Units per cc. Orange, 
100 U.S.P. Units per cc. 

Gray: Indicates that crystalline insulin 
is present. Blue and gray, or blue, gray 
and yellow: 20 U.S.P. Units crystalline 
per cc. Red and gray: 40 U.S.P. Units 
crystalline insulin per cc. Green and 
gray: 80 U.S.P. Units crystalline insulin 
per cc. 

White: Indicates that protamine zinc in- 
sulin is present. Red ‘and white: 40 U.S.P. 
Units protamine zinc insulin per cc. 
Green and white: 80 U.S.P. Units pro- 
tamine zinc insulin per cc. 

Brown: Indicates that globin insulin with 
zinc is present. Red and brown: 40

This includes a large list of drugs which 
contain (1) iodine as such, (2) salts of 
iodine or iodides and (3) iodized drugs 
used largely for x-ray visualization of the 
lungs, gall-bladder, genito-urinary tract, 
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spinal canal and in angiocardiography. 
The most common uses for the first 
two groups are as antiseptics and anti- 
luetic agents although there are many 
other minor uses. 

Allergic reactions to iodine compounds, 
especially skin reactions, are relatively 
common. Usually these can be treated by 
the discontinuation of the drug. Large 
doses of iodine can cause severe intes- 
tinal irritation, coma and death. 


IODINATED GLYCEROL 
—Organidin®) 

New iodide for thyroid disease. Available 

in solution, 25 mg. iodine per ml., and 

tablets containing 15 mg. as iodine. 


IODINATED POPPYSEED OIL— 
Ethiodol® 
Diagnostic. Radio-opaque iodide. 


IODINE 

Antiseptic. Dark metallic plates, slightly 
soluble in water (more soluble when 
solution contains potassium or sodium 
iodide). Soluble in alcohol. 

Actions and Uses: One of the most de- 
pendable and least expensive skin anti- 
septics. Commonly used for application 
to small cuts and bruises. Use in prepara- 
tion of skin for surgery is decreasing 
because of local reactions. Used internally 
for treatment of goiter. 

Warnings: Extensive application in hyper- 
sensitive patients may cause serious skin 
burns. Antiseptic action requires many 
minutes wait. After iodine dries on skin 
it should be removed with 70% alcohol. 
Administration: Topical, oral. 
Preparations: Tincture, 2, 3, 5, 7%. Lu- 
gol’s solution, 5%. Talbot’s solution, 
iodine 10%, zinc iodide, glycerine, water. 
Dose: Depends on indications. 
Antidote: If taken internally, give milk 
or eggs and evacuate stomach. 


IODIPAMIDE—Cholografin® 
Diagnostic. Radio-opaque iodide used for 
x-ray visualization of the gallbladder. 
Available as sodium salt and the methyl- 
glucamine. Usual dose is about 8 Gm. 


IODOFORM 


IODIZED OIL—Lipiodol® 
Diagnostic. A vegetable oil containing 
about 40% iodine in organic form. 
Actions and Uses: Since it is opaque to 
x-ray, it is used for diagnosis as a con- 
trast medium. The iodine may be ab- 
sorbed after swallowing, and it is largely 
replaced by other types of contrast 
media. 


IODOALPHIONIC ACID— 
Priodax® 

Diagnostic. White or yellowish powder, 

insoluble in water. Iodide. 

Actions and Uses: Excreted into gall- 

bladder. Since it is opaque to x-ray, it 

is used for x-ray diagnosis of gall- 

bladder disease. 

Warnings: Contraindicated with cases of 

acute nephritis,‘ uremia and acute G. I. 

disorders. May cause vomiting, diarrhea, 

headache, painful urination, itching, 

weakness.

IRON 

Iron compounds are one of the oldest 
and safest groups of drugs used in ra- 
tional medicine. They are used almost 
exclusively in treatment of so-called iron- 
deficiency anemias to provide a source 
of iron for the formation of hemoglobin. 
The iron compounds are of little value 
in the treatment of anemias due to ac- 
tive infectious processes and primary 
anemias. 

In general, any iron salt, or even metal- 
lic iron itself, may be used in the treat- 
ment of the iron-deficiency anemias. Iron 
salts are slowly and poorly absorbed from 
G.I. tract. For that reason, small doses 
are without much effect and relatively 
large doses of iron must be used. Iron 
may be given by parenteral injection 


IRON GLYCAMINE 


but the amount necessary is so large 
that, generally, this method of adminis- 
tration is impractical and painful al- 
though a recent iron-dextran compound 
is said to have overcome this disadvan- 
tage. The oral route is generally the 
route of choice. 

The chief difficulty with iron salts, is the 
tendency to cause G. I. distress, nausea, 
loss of appetite and diarrhea. In many 
instances this can be overcome by ad- 
ministering the iron immediately after 
meals. In some instances the patient can 
tolerate only certain iron compounds, and 
it is well to look for these when patients 
have trouble with their iron medication. 
The ferrous salts of iron are preferred to 
the ferric salts since they seem to be 
somewhat more effective and also less 
irritant. Arsenical iron compounds (ca- 
codylates) are not frequently used today. 
All iron compounds tend to turn stools 
dark green or black; patients should be 
warned of this.

Liver, in a variety of forms, has life- 
saving properties for several types of pri- 
mary anemia. It is to be noted that it is 
without any value in the iron-deficiency 
anemias, in which iron is effective, and 
it has no special virtues for normal 
people. 

Well-cooked liver has little antianemic 
value, while 'raw or nearly raw liver is 
exceedingly difficult for patients to take. 
A list of more acceptable oral prepara- 
tions has been introduced. There are 
also many parenteral preparations. These, 
supplemented with stomach preparations 
(which are also effective), folic acid 
materials and vitamin B,. have now 
entirely replaced raw liver in the treat- 
ment of primary anemia. 
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There are other conditions in which 
crude liver extracts are preferable to the 
highly purified, especially because of the 
vitamin content of the former. 
Parenteral liver extracts should be in- 
jected intramuscularly, deep into the 
gluteal muscles. 
Look for expiration date on liver prep- 
arations before using.

On the other hand, when magnesium is 
absorbed, it acts as a strong depressant 
and can, if given parenterally, produce 
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depression of the brain, narcosis and 
even death. The danger of absorption in 
amounts sufficient to produce such effects 
is present whenever large doses of mag- 
nesium salts are given over long periods 
of time, especially in cases in which 
there is sluggish elimination of the drug. 
This danger is probably greater in the 
case of the soluble salts of magnesium. 
Forms of magnesium hydroxide also act 
as intestinal antacids and have, there- 
fore, the combined action of antacids 
and cathartics. 

Magnesium sulfate, by intramuscular in- 
jection, has been used as a central depres- 
sant and anticonvulsant, especially in 
eclampsia, but because of inherent dan- 
gers this practice has largely fallen into 
disuse. 

Antidote. Calcium given slowly intra- 
venously.

MERCURY 

Mercury compounds have long been used 
in medicine, often with good results, 
sometimes with disasters. There are three 
groups: (1) mercurous, (2) mercuric, 
(3) organic mercurials. 

Mercurous compounds are generally less 
toxic because of insolubility and poor 
absorption. Calomel (mercurous chloride) 
is the most common form, an effective 
and safe cathartic providing it is rapidly 
eliminated. In instances of delayed elimi- 
nation absorption may result in systemic 
toxic effects. 

Mercuric compounds, of which mercuric 
chloride is the best known, are the most 
dangerous mercury salts. They are ab- 
sorbed rapidly, damage tissues, especially 
the kidneys. They are corrosive, not only 
to tissues, but even to metal instruments. 
No longer considered useful general 
antiseptic because of toxicity, corrosive 
action, and ineffectiveness against spores. 


MERETHOXYLLINE 


These compounds are contraindicated for 
internal use. 
Organic mercurials have reduced toxicity. 
Widely used for local antisepsis (Mer- 
taphen®, Merthiolate®, etc.). In other 
forms, used as mercurial diuretics. Acute 
toxic reactions are relatively rare from 
these forms.

New drug; sympathomimetic amine. Use- 
fulness as such to be established but 
suggestion that it is a myocardial stimu- 
lant, seriously to be questioned. Available 
in 130 mg. tablets, and ampules, 100 mg. 
per ml.

Amphedrox yn®, Desoxyephe- 
drine®, Desoxyn®, Desyphed®,

METHAZOLAMIDE 


Actions and Uses: Shares the anticonvul- 
sant properties of phenobarbital and used, 
therefore, in epilepsy. Said to be effective 
in the various epileptic manifestations, 
grand mal, petit mal, myoclonic and 
mixed seizures. Its chief advantage, there- 
fore, lies in its effectiveness in situations 
in which phenobarbital is ineffective.

Not available on commercial drug 
market at time of this writing. For par- 
enteral use only. 


METHIM AZOLE—Tapazole® 
Thiouracil derivative. Said to be about 
15 times as potent as propylthiouracil; 
dosage ranges accordingly; dangers the 
same. Available in 5 and 10 mg tablets. 
See Thiouracil derivatives. 


METHIODAL—Skiodan® 
Diagnostic. White powder, soluble in 
water. 

Actions and Uses: Given intravenously, 
excreted by kidney and, since opaque to 
x-ray, used to visualize urinary tract. By 
rapidity of excretion also indicates kid- 
ney function to some extent. Also used 
in retrograde pyelography. 

Warnings: Deteriorates in light. Contra- 
indicated in severe renal and liver dis- 
ease. Use carefully in patients with hy- 
perthyroidism and tuberculosis.

Anticholinergic. An atropine-like drug 
recommended for its action to relax G.I. 
spasm and to relieve G.I. hypermotility. 
Its actions and potential dangers are 
common to the group. Dosage of the 
order of 15 mg. orally; 1.0 mg. paren- 
terally. See Atropine. 
METHSUXIMIDE—Celontin® 
New anticonvulsant. Available in 0.3 Gm. 
capsules. 


METHYL ALCOHOL—Methanol, 
Wood Alcohol 

Solvent. Clear colorless fluid with charac- 

teristic odor. 

Actions and Uses: Highly toxic material 

used only as a solvent and never as 

medicament. Occasionally used as a sub- 

stitute for ethyl alcohol with disastrous 

results, frequently blindness, acidosis and 

sometimes death. 


METHYLATROPINE— 

Eumydrin®, Metropine 
Anticholinergic. Large doses do not 
cause central stimulation. Otherwise 
similar to atropine. Available in 1 mg. 
tablets. 


METHYLBENZETHONIUM— 
Diaparene® 

Antiseptic. Colorless crystals, bitter taste, 

soluble in water, the chloride. 

Actions and Uses: A detergent antiseptic 

with limited trial as general antiseptic, 

used mainly in prevention of dermatitis 

in infants due to bacterial growth, es- 

pecially ammonia splinters, in diapers. 

Warnings: Take precautions to prevent

wet diapers from infants. Soap inhibits 
disinfection by this agent.

Urinary antiseptic and diagnostic. Blue 
powder, soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: A mild urinary anti- 
septic. Also used as a diagnostic dye. 
Formerly used in treatment of poisoning 
by cyanide and carbon monoxide. 


Warnings: May cause nausea, vomiting, 


bladder irritation. Patients should be 
warned that urine will become green or 
blue. 

Administration: Oral, intravenous. 
Preparations: Tablet, 65, 130, 300 mg. 
Sterile solution, 2%. 

Dose: Oral, 65-300 mg. Intravenous, 1.0 
mg. per Kg. body weight. 
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METHYLERGONOVINE—Mether- 
gine® 

Oxytocic. Partially synthesized derivative 
of ergonovine. Said to have effects which 
are somewhat more intense but of shorter 
duration than ergonovine, but otherwise 
much the same.

Mixture of x-ray materials, see description 

for each. Used for simultaneous visuali- 

zation of renal and bile tracts. 


METHYLHEXANEAMINE — For- 
thane® 

One of the large series of adrenergic 

drugs, which see. Used especially for 

antiallergic and nasal decongestant ac- 

tion. 

METHYLPARAFYNOL— 
Dormison® 

Hypnotic. Fluid in large greenish-blue 

capsule. 

Actions and Uses: Claimed, without sub- 

stantiation, to have actions as hypnotic 

superior to barbiturates. 

Warnings: There is no reason to believe 

that danger of addiction is any less than 

in the case of barbiturates. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Soft gelatin capsule, 250 

and 500 mg. 

Dose: 250 to 500 mg. 

METHYLPHENIDATE—Ritalin® 

Stimulant. Central nervous stimulant said 

to increase alertness and improve mental 

outlook in depressed patients without af- 

fecting appetite or inducing insomnia.

New steroid 
closely related to prednisolone, which it 
also resembles pharmacologically. Avail- 
able in 4 mg. tablets. 


METHYLROSANILINE— 
Pykotanin®, Gentian Violet, Crys- 
tal Violet 

Antiseptic dye. Dark green powder, sol- 
uble in water, making a violet solution. 
Actions and Uses: Used for antiseptic 
action in superficial infections, monilia 
infections, Vincent’s infection, impetigo, 
furunculosis, dermatomycoses, pruritus, 
leukorrhea. Also used in pin worm, round 
worm and some fluke infestations. 

Warnings: Stains skin and linen; may

There is 
no truth in the statement that there is 
any superiority of the natural material, 
derived from plants, over the synthetic 
material. 

Actions and Uses: Produces analgesia 








METHYPRYLON 


similar to other salicylates taken inter- 
nally. Also used as a counterirritant. 
Warnings: Excessive use may produce 
systemic toxicity. Especially serious poi- 
soning occurs when ingested accidentally 
by children.

METHYLTESTOSTERONE 
—Metandren® 
Androgen. White crystals, insoluble in 
water. 
Actions and Uses: Replaces, supplements 
natural male hormone in cases of testicu- 
lar insufficiency, male menopause; in the 
female to suppress excessive menstrual 
bleeding, excessive swelling of breasts 
and other forms of excessive estrogenic 
activity. Used in treatment of unde- 
scended testicles. Especially useful be- 
cause of oral and buccal absorption ob- 
viating injection. 
Warnings: In male, should not be used 
for undescended testes under the age of 
10-12 years. In the female, excessive 
dosage may induce virilism (masculinity).

MORPHINE 
Addictive analgesic. White fluffy powder, 
intensely bitter. The alkaloid is insoluble 
in water. The salts, sulfate and hydro- 
chloride, are very soluble. 
Actions and Uses: One of the most useful 
yet dangerous drugs. It is the best pain- 
relieving agent available. Its action in 
this respect is a combination of a depres- 
sion of pain appreciation and a euphoria 
(sense of well being) which reduces the 
patient’s concern over his discomfort. It 











is the latter which gives morphine its 
special position, for often pain is im- 
possible of complete relief without pro- 
ducing narcosis, but with this action of 
morphine, the patient is relieved of con- 
cern before such serious depths have 
been achieved. Drugs which are intro- 
duced as morphine substitutes either fail 
because they do not have this morphine 
action, or if they have it, they fail as 
substitutes because they have just as 
great an addiction potential as morphine. 
Whenever administering repeated doses 
of morphine for the relief of pain, it is 
well to inquire not only whether the 
patient has pain, but also whether he 
minds it. 

Morphine also has the following actions 
which are useful therapeutically: it sup- 
presses the cough reflex and hence, is 
used in cough mixtures; it decreases 
intestinal activity, hence is useful in the 
control of diarrhea; it stimulates the 
vagus nerve and thereby slows the heart 
and used in instances of rapid cardiac 
rates. 

Warnings: Overdosage may cause serious 
depression of respiration. Frequent use 
may easily lead to addiction, especially 
in former addicts, alcoholics, depressed 
patients and otherwise unstable patients. 
May induce allergic reactions in patients 
with allergies. In acute pain in which 
diagnosis is in doubt, it may be well to 
withhold drug until diagnosis is estab- 
lished. Keep in locked cabinet. Narcotic 
laws require accounting of this drug’s use. 
Intravenous use may be dangerous. 
Administration: Oral, parenteral. 
Preparations: Tablet. Sterile solution, 
for injection. Also used in cruder forms 
in tincture of opium and _paregoric 
which contain much smaller amounts of 
morphine, but whose actions depend en- 
tirely on the morphine content. Panto- 
pon® is a mixture of materials which 
derives virtually all its actions from the 
morphine content. 

Dose: 4-30 mg., depending on indica- 
tions. 

Antidote: Nalorphine, Levallorphan.

NITRITES 

The nitrites as a group are used almost 
exclusively for relaxation of smooth mus- 
cle in spasm of coronary arteries in 
paroxysms of pain of angina pectoris. 
The action on blood vessels, however, is 
not limited to the coronary arteries alone, 
but is diffuse throughout the body and, 
as a consequence, use of these drugs may 
lead to a sharp fall in blood pressure. 
This may produce severe headaches, 
weakness, collapse, convulsions. It is for- 
tunate, however, that severe reactions 
rarely develop in patients who require 
the action of these drugs, but far more 
commonly in patients who have no need 
for them. The development of headache 
is indication that the dose is too large 
for the patient. 

Continued and too frequent use may lead 
to tolerance to the drug, but a few days 
abstinence is usually sufficient to bring 
about a return of the original susceptibil- 
ity to the drug action. The difference be- 
tween the various members of this group 
is more in the speed of onset of action 
and duration than in the nature of the 
effect. The most commonly used members 
are nitroglycerin and amy] nitrite, largely 
because the effects develop so promptly, 
and because the pain of angina pectoris 
attacks are rarely of long duration. 
NITROFURANTOIN—Furadantin® 
Urinary antiseptic. Yellow, bitter powder 
slightly soluble in alcohol and insoluble 
in water. 

Actions and Uses: Wide spectrum of an- 
tibacterial activity, but does not inhibit 
fungi or viruses. Used as urinary anti- 
septic. See antiseptics. 

Administration: Oral. 

Warnings: Although said to have low 
index of toxicity, may induce nausea and 
vomiting. Contraindicated in cases with

anuria, oliguria or severe kidney damage. 
Preparations: Tablets, 50 and 100 mg.

Addictive analgesic. Flattened masses 
with bitter taste and characteristic odor. 
Actions and Uses: Opium, although con- 
taining a mixture of alkaloids, derives its 
essential actions from its morphine con- 
tent, which comprises about 10% of its 
weight. It has no particular actions which 
cannot be derived from the pure mor- 
phine. Preparations are most frequently 
used for cough and diarrhea. 

Warnings: Has all the dangers of mor- 
phine. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Crude opium, extract, gran- 
ulated opium, powdered opium, tincture 
of opium (10% opium, i... 1% mor- 
phine) and camphorated tincture of 
opium (paregoric, contains 4% tincture 
of opium, therefore, each cc. contains 
0.4 mg. morphine).

All 
its important effects are derived from its 
morphine content and it has no real 
advantages over morphine other than its 
name which is not generally associated 
with morphine in the mind of the lay- 
man. This makes it often possible to pre- 
scribe a potent narcotic with the patient 
and relatives remaining in ignorance of 
its real nature. 

Warnings: See Morphine. 

Antidote: Nalorphine. 

Preparations: Tablets, 10 and 20 mg.; 
ampule, 20 mg. per ml. 


PANWARFARIN®, see Warfarin 
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PAPAVERINE 

Vasodilator. White crystals, soluble in 
water. Bitter taste. Usually the hydro- 
chloride. 

Actions and Uses: Relaxes smooth mus- 
cle.

Antitubercular. White powder, sodium 

and potassium salts soluble in water.

tomycin in treatment of tuberculosis, it 

enhances its potency and delays the de- 
velopment of bacilli resistant to the 
streptomycin. 

Warnings: May produce toxic effect in 

liver and kidney. Sometimes causes loss 

of appetite, nausea, vomiting. These lat- 
ter symptoms are less common when the 
drug is taken together with food. 

Administration: Oral.

Keep pastilles in tightly stop- 

pered, dry container and store in cool 

place. 


PARALDEHYDE 
Sedative. Colorless liquid with character- 
istic and highly disagreeable taste and 
pungent penetrating odor. Soluble in 
water. 

Actions and Uses: A potent sedative and 
hypnotic, producing its effects fairly 
promptly after oral administration. Its 
taste, and the fact that it is partly ex- 
creted through the lungs, giving the 
breath its characteristic odor for several 
hours, is one of the main reasons for its 
restricted use. Commonly used for noisy 
and obstreperous alcoholics because of 
its prompt and effective action. 
Warnings: Use with caution in liver dis- 
ease. Rapid injection may cause pul- 
monary edema or cardiac failure. Over- 
dosage may cause profound coma, respir- 
atory depression, toxic hepatitis. 





PARATHYROID 


Administration: Oral, rectal, intramus- 
cular, intravenous. 

Preparations: Undiluted liquid. 

Dose: Oral, 2-6 cc. Rectal, 10-20 cc. 
diluted with bland oil. Intravenous, 2-5 
cc.

Otherwise its 
actions and duration of action is much 
the same as procaine penicillin G. May 
be especially useful in pulmonary disease. 
Administration: Intramuscular. 
Warnings: Same as for other penicillin 
preparations. 

Dose: 500,000 Units. 


PENICILLIN 

Antibiotic. White powder, soluble in wa- 
ter. Dose expressed in units. 1000 Units 
equal to 0.6 mg. of pure crystalline 
penicillin. 

Actions and Uses: Most potent antibac- 
terial material in medicine. Effective 
against wide variety of common patho- 
genic bacteria. Effective by many routes 
of administration. Fairly rapidly elimi- 
nated in urine. One of the most benign 
(nontoxic) drugs in medicine in relation 
to its effective dose. There are several 
varieties of penicillin of which penicillin 
G is the one of choice. 

Warnings: Highly allergenic, especially 
when applied topically. Causes severe 
urticaria in sensitive patients. Oral ad- 
ministration may cause diarrhea and loss 
of appetite. Injections of crystalline peni- 
cillin intramuscularly may be painful; 
intravenously, may cause thrombosis. 
Administration: Oral, rectal (not recom- 
mended), intramuscular, intravenous (in 
urgent cases), topical, inhalation (in ne- 
bulae) and into body cavities (joint, 
cerebro-spinal, etc.). 

Preparations: Although the preparations 
on the market are so numerous as to be 
completely befuddling, there are only a 
few fundamentally different varieties of 
penicillin. 

There are a few preparations of the 
mixed amorphous penicillins but in most 
instances, to insure purity and constancy, 
preparations are derived from crystalline 
penicillin G, which may be had in the

soluble and quickly absorbed potassium, 
sodium and calcium salts. 

Repository forms are more commonly 
used. These provide adequate blood levels 
but require fewer injections than the 
crystalline form because of slow absorp- 
tion after injection. Repository forms are 
available suspended in oil, beeswax 
(largely discarded), as procaine penicillin 
and as a mixture of crystalline and pro- 
caine penicillin. 

Oral forms usually come in tablets con- 
taining buffering materials to counteract 
gastric acidity. 

Prompt brief action: Calcium penicillin, 
Crystalline potassium penicillin G, Crys- 
talline sodium penicillin G, Sodium peni- 
cillin. 

Prolonged action: Aluminum penicillin, 
Benzathine, Crystalline procaine penicillin 
G (aqueous suspension, oily suspension) , 
Ephenamine, Penicillin G, Hydrabamine 
penicillin G, Hydrabamine phenoxymethy] 
penicillin. 

Oral: Tablet, together with buffering 
agent to counteract the destructive action 
of gastric acid on penicillin. Solution, for 
use in children. Troches, for local action 
in mouth and throat. Phenoxymethyl 
penicillin (Penicillin V) is an especially 
well and rapidly absorbed form of peni- 
cillin. Phenoxymethyl hydrabamine peni- 
cillin is a well absorbed oral form with 
prolonged action. 

Rectal: Suppository, not recommended 
because of unreliable effects. 

Inhalation: Powder, for use in nebulizers, 
crystalline or procaine. 

Topical: Ointment, usually amorphous or 
crystalline penicillin. 

Antiallergic: Benzathine and Ephena- 
mine said to be less allergenic than un- 
altered penicillin or penicillin G. 

Dose: Depending on condition and mode 
of administration. For an infection such 
as pneumonia of average severity, an in- 
tramuscular dose of 300,000 units a day 
of repository penicillin would be admini- 
stered. In any situation in which penicil- 
lin is administered orally, the dose is 
generally 5 times as large as the intra- 
muscular dose.

PENICILLINASE—Neutrapen® 
Enzyme for penicillin reactions; extent 
of usefulness not yet established. Recom- 
mended for emergencies due to penicil- 
lin sensitivity.

PENTAERYTHRITOL TETRA- 
NITRATE—Angicap®, Nitro-

Actions and Uses: Same group as nitro- 
glycerin in treatment of precordial pain 
of angina pectoris. Effective in reducing 
frequency of attacks and therefore, used 
in the prophylaxis of angina pectoris. 
Warnings: Side effects may occur oc- 
casionally: headache, nausea, rash. 
Administration: Oral. 
Preparations: Tablet, 10 mg. 
Dose: 10 mg. 3-4 times daily. 
PENTAQUINE 
Antimalarial. Yellow powder with bitter 
taste. Soluble in water. Usually the phos- 
phate. 
Absorption: Absorbed from G. I. tract. 
Actions and Uses: Used only in cases of 
relapsing malaria. Too toxic for use as 
prophylaxis and in average case for ther- 
apy. Often used together with quinine. 
Warnings: Toxic effects: abdominal 
cramps, loss of appetite, methemoglobine- 
mia, hypotension, nausea, vomiting. May 
damage kidneys. Contraindicated in se- 
vere renal disease. 
Administration: Oral. 
Preparations: Tablet and capsule. 
Dose: 30 mg. daily in divided doses. 
PENTHIENATE—Monodral® 
Anticholinergic. The bromide. Available 
in 5 mg. capsules.

Anticoagulant. Not a coumarin derivative.

PHENOBARBITAL—Dorsital®, 
Luminal® 
Hypnotic and barbiturate. White powder, 
bitter taste, slightly soluble in water. 
The sodium salt is very soluble. 
Actions and Uses: Same as other bar- 
biturates. As compared with most, action 
develops slowly and persists for a rela- 
tively long period of time. Especially 
effective in preventing convulsive seizures 
in epileptics. 
Warnings: As for all other barbiturates, 
continued use may lead to habituation. 
This does not apply to its use in epilep- 
sy. Sudden withdrawal may induce con- 
vulsions. Parenteral material should be 
freshly made up.

PHENOL—Carbolic Acid 
Antiseptic. Light pink crystals with char- 
acteristic odor. Solubility with water has 
important special characteristics. When 
small amounts of water are mixed with 
it, a solution of water and phenol is 
formed which is highly caustic. When 
large amounts of water are used, the 
phenol dissolves in the water, forming a 
far less caustic solution. 
Actions and Uses: Although freely used 
years ago, now recognized as relatively 
dangerous material for use in or on the 
patient and is, therefore, not used for 
antiseptic purposes in medicine. It has 
great value, however, in decontamination 
of inanimate objects. In dilute solution 
(1-2%), it has local anesthetic actions 
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which are made use of in skin prepara- 
tions. It is sometimes used in highly 
concentrated form for its caustic proper- 
ties. Not a dependable general antiseptic. 
Warnings: Highly toxic and caustic.

Used in eye as a mydriatic, 
in cases in which the use of atropine 
seems dangerous. Used in vasomotor col- 
lapse. 
Warnings: Avoid contact with metal as 
much as possible. Store in tightly stop- 
pered bottle and keep out of direct light.

Bone marrow depressant which, because 
of its toxicity, has been largely replaced 
in treatment of polycythemia vera by 
acetylphenylhydrazine, which see.

—Merpheny] Nitrate® 

Organic mercurial antiseptic. White pow- 

der, slightly soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Much as other mem- 

bers of the organic mercurial antiseptic 

group. Not frequently used at present. 

Administration: Topical. 

Preparations: Borate as well as nitrate. 

Tincture, solution, ointment, mixtures 

with picric acid. 

Dose: Concentrations 1:500, 1:1500. 

Antidote: Dimercaprol. 


PHENYLPROPANOLAMINE—Pro- 
padrine® 

One of the large series of adrenergic 

drugs, which see. Used especially for 

nasal decongestant and vasoconstrictant 
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actions. Available in 25 and 50 mg. cap- 
sules, and in 1 and 3% solutions. 


PHENYLPROPYLETHYLAMINE 
—Profenil® 
Smooth muscle relaxant. Usefulness re- 
mains to be demonstrated. Available in 
60 and 120 mg. tablets, and solution for 
intramuscular administration. 
Warnings: May induce hypotension after 
intramuscular injection. 
PHEN YLPROPYLMETHYLAMINE 
—Vonedrine® 
One of the large series of adrenergic 
drugs, which see. Used especially for 
nasal decongestant action. 
PHENYL SALICYLATE—Salol 
Pharmaceutic. White powder, barely sol- 
uble in water, resistant to acid. 
Actions and Uses: Liberates salicylic acid 
and phenol and was originally used as 
intestinal antiseptic. Has since been dis- 
carded because of danger of toxicity from 
phenol as well as ineffectiveness as in- 
testinal antiseptic. Its present use is 
restricted to that of coating pills which, 
because of resistance to acid, pass un- 
touched through the stomach to the small 
intestine, the juices of which dissolve off 
the salol coating. 
Warnings: A large number of coated pills 
may provide enough phenol to cause 
phenol poisoning in a child. 
PHENYL-TERT-BUTYLAMINE 
RESIN—Ionamin® 
Another new anorexiant related to am- 
phetamine, which see. Same actions as 
amphetamine.

Antihistaminic. This drug is a complex 
of an antihistamine drug with a resin 
and is said to have a prolonged action, 
requiring, therefore, only two doses daily 
for continued action.

PHTHALYLSULFATHIAZOLE 
—Sulfathalidine® 

Chemotherapeutic and sulfonamide. White 
powder, bitter taste, insoluble in water. 
Absorption: Slightly absorbed from G. I. 
tract (5%). 

Actions and Uses: Typical actions of 
sulfonamides, but not absorbed from in- 
testinal tract, so that high concentra- 
tion of drug may exert its action 
throughout the intestinal tract, especially 
the small bowel and colon. Used in treat- 
ing inflammatory disease of intestinal

tract and in preparing the bowel for 
surgery. See Sulfonamides.

One of the two naturally occurring forms 
of Vitamin K with actions said to be 
somewhat more prolonged than mena- 
dione and to be more effective in revers- 
ing reactions to overdosage with coumarin 
drugs. See Menadione. Available in 5 
mg. tablets and ampules, 50 mg. per ml. 
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PICRAGOL®, see Silver Picrate 
PICRIC ACID, see Trinitrophenol 


PICROTOXIN 

Analeptic. Powder or crystals, slightly 
soluble in water. 

Actions and Uses: Convulsant and cen- 
tral stimulant used chiefly in barbiturate 
poisoning with depressed reflexes. 
Warnings: Requires expert supervision 
and constant attention. Overdosage may 
produce serious convulsions. 
Administration: Intravenous. 
Preparations: Vials, 5-10cc., containing 
3 mg. per cc.

Inhalant. Yellowish liquid with pleasant 
characteristic odor.

It has disadvantage of 
not being effective by topical application, 
hence not useful in surface anesthesia. 
For regional and local anesthesia, it is 
injected into areas in which it is used, 
but because of the rapidity with which 
it is destroyed in the body, often it is 
given together with small amounts of 
epinephrine, or other vasoconstrictor, to 
delay its absorption into the bloodstream. 
It is also used by intravenous injection 
for special effects such as relieving dif- 
fuse itching and generalized allergic re- 
actions. Used for spinal anesthesia. Pro- 
caine, but especially its amide is of value 
in the treatment of disturbances of car- 
diac rhythm. 

Warnings: Overdosage may cause con- 
vulsions and death. Reduces blood pres- 
sure, and may cause respiratory failure. 
Administration: Subcutaneous, intramus- 
cular, intrathecal, intravenous. 
Preparations: Solution, sterile, with many 
special mixtures, especially in the case of 
materials for dental surgery.

Possesses the dangers of pro- 
caine and should not be used in patients 
with hypertension.

Tranquilizer. New drug, closely related 
to chlorpromazine.

An anticholiner- 
gic drug recommended for parkinsonism. 
Advantages over similar drugs for the 
same condition remain to be established.

QUININE 

Antimalarial. White powder; solubility 
depends on chemical form. Bitter taste. 
As sulfate, dihydrochloride, bisulfate, 
hydrobromide, hydrochloride, phosphate. 
Absorption: From G. I. tract. 

Actions and Uses: The oldest specific 
remedy in medicine. Has cardiac actions 
of quinidine, but not as potent and rarely 
used for this purpose. Has analgesic and 
antipyretic actions, for which it is some- 
times found in headache remedies, etc., 
usually, however, in small amounts be- 
cause it is so much more expensive than 
other analgesics. An effective remedy for 
malaria, but giving way to the more 
effective ones now available. 

Warnings: Intravenous use may cause 
serious reactions. Cinchonism (ringing in 
the ears, nausea, dizziness) is common. 
Also may cause urticaria, skin rashes, 
blackwater fever, abortion in late preg- 
nancy, deafness, convulsions, collapse. 
May prolong prothrombin time. 
Administration: Oral (preferable), intra- 
venous (in emergencies). 

Preparations: Tablet, capsule, 0.2-0.3 Gm. 
Solution, for children. Parenteral solu- 
tion, the dihydrochloride is usually used.

At present the latter 
probably constitutes the largest use of 
this drug. No important difference be- 
tween the various extracts has been 
demonstrated. The dangers of this ma- 
terial have not yet been fully established. 
Stuffiness of the nose is common. Parkin- 
sonism and psychotic reactions have also 
been reported.

SALICYLATES 
Salicylates are a group of drugs, all of 
which are analgesic in doses which do 
not impair mental acuity. They are 
effective against a variety of common 
pains and aches, as headaches, muscle 
pains, dysmenorrhea, arthritic pains, etc. 
Not especially effective against traumatic 
pains, intestinal pain, migraine headaches 
and severe pain. They are also effective 
antipyretics. 
As a group, they are among the safest 
in common use, and that is one of the 
reasons why widespread use of aspirin 
has not led to many accidents. Occa- 
sional patients exhibit a hypersensitivity 
to the salicylates. They are also used in 
rather large doses to relieve the exquisite 
pain of rheumatic fever. 
The use of sodium bicarbonate together 
with the salicylates reduces the tendency 
of large doses to irritate the stomach, and 
at the same time hastens the rapidity 
with which it is eliminated from the 
body. 
The common symptoms of overdosage are 
ringing in the ears, dizziness and nausea. 
Some of the salicylates have special uses 
as salicylic acid, phenyl salicylate and 
methyl salicylate.

SILVER 

Silver salts have potent antibacterial ac- 
tions, and this, in general, constitutes 
their main use. Silver nitrate, for ex- 
ample, has long been used to prevent 
gonorrheal blindness in the newborn in- 
fant. 

In general the inorganic silver salts are 
highly irritant, and in concentrated solu- 
tion, highly caustic; from this silver 
nitrate obtains its synonym, lunar caustic. 
There are a number of organic silver 
salts which retain antibacterial action, 
but which are less irritant to tissues, such 
as the silver protein compounds and silver 
picrate. 

The silver salts are also potent poisons, 
usually affecting either central nervous 
system or G.I. tract, causing convulsions, 
coma, paralysis, depression of vital cen- 
ters or gastroenteritis. 


Silver salts all tend to stain skin and

linens badly. Silver salts also attack all 
protein matter and the potency of silver 
solutions is quickly reduced by contam- 
ination of any sort. 
The continued application of silver salts 
to skin or mucous membranes, or the tak- 
ing of small doses internally, may lead 
to a permanent bluish discoloration of 
the skin, argyria.

Actions and Uses: Provides body fluids 
with highly important electrolyte salt 
and alkali. Used in electrolyte disturb- 
ances of various sorts, heat cramps, Ad- 
dison’s disease of adrenal glands, fluid 
restoration and in physiologic solutions. 
Tends to hold water in body to prevent 
dehydration. Concentrated solutions have 
irritant action used to sclerose varicose 
veins. 
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Warnings: Excessive use may precipitate 
heart failure symptoms. Large doses in 
tablet form may cause gastric irritation 
unless enteric coated. 

Administration: Oral, parenteral. 
Preparations: Tablet, 0.2 Gm., 0.3 Gm., 
0.5 Gm.

Also in tablets 
with dextrose, sodium bicarbonate. 

Dose: Oral, 0.6 Gm. as frequently as 
needed. Parenteral, as indicated by con- 
dition. There is a formula which may be 
used to determine dose needed in hypo- 
natremia based on blood sodium level and 
body weight. 


SODIUM CITRATE 

Anticoagulant. White crystals soluble in 
water, saline taste. 

Actions and Uses: Excreted in urine, 
which it tends to alkalinize. Not fre- 
quently used for this purpose at the 
present time. Also, by reaction with cal- 
cium in blood, prevents blood coagulation. 
This action is used only in the case of 
blood for preservation and transfusion, 
and never in the patient himself (as, for 
example, Dicumarol® is now used). Used 
for an action on blood vessels in Buer- 
ger’s disease, for lead poisoning and in 
infant milk formulas. 

Warnings: Overdosage may cause alka- 
losis, and by an action with calcium, may 
depress cardiac action and cause tetany. 
Administration: Oral, and directly into 
blood flasks. 

Preparations: Tablet, solution and pow- 
der. 

Dose: Oral, 1 Gm. as frequently as re- 
quired. Intravenous, 250-1000 cc. of a 2% 
solution every other day. Anticoagulant, 
depending on amount of blood treated.

New drug used principally in encephalo- 
pathy due to hepatic disease. It appears 
to alleviate these symptoms, especially 
when they are associated with high blood 
ammonia levels, by facilitating the metab- 
olism of the ammonia. While the extent 
or the durability of these benefits remains 
to be established, this drug appears to 
be a safe one while the gravity of the 
condition in which it is used is very great. 
Its trial seems justified, therefore. Dosage 
is of the order of 30 Gm. per 24 hours by 
intravenous infusion.

cular, intravenous. 

Preparations: Solution, ampule of 5 cc. 

of 0.8% strength. 

Dose: Subcutaneous, intramuscular, 50- 

100 mg. (6.25-12.5 cc.). Intravenous, 

8-16 mg. (1-2 cc.). 


SODIUM IODIDE 

Diagnostic. White crystals, soluble in wa- 
ter, salty taste. 

Actions and Uses: Source of iodine for 
treatment of thyroid disease. Salt of 
choice for intravenous use. Used also 
because it is opaque to x-ray in uro- 
graphy (retrograde.) 

Warnings: Rash may develop in sensitive 
patients. Overdosage by vein especially if 
given too rapidly, may precipitate pul- 
monary edema. 

Administration: Oral, intravenous. 
Preparations: Solution, 1-3%. 

Dose: Oral, 0.3-2.0 Gm. several times 
daily. Intravenous, 1-2 Gm. in 1% solu- 
tion.

Sclerotic. Solution containing small 
amount of preservative. 

Actions and Uses: Irritates and scleroses 
veins; used in the obliteration of varicose 
veins. 

Warnings: Idiosyncrasy should be con- 
sidered; serious allergic reactions have 
been reported; always use test dose first. 
Concentrations over 5% should not be 
used. 

Administration: Intravenous. 
Preparations: Ampule, 5 cc. of 5% solu- 
tion. 

Dose: Should not exceed 5 cc. in one day. 
SODIUM NITRITE 

Vasodilator. White powder, soluble in 
water. Rarely used. 

Actions and Uses: In common with ni- 
trites, dilates smooth muscle. Especially 
effective in spasm of the coronary ar- 
teries. Action is slower to develop and 
somewhat more prolonged than nitro- 
glycerine.

necessary. Combination with sodium bi- 
carbonate reduces irritant action on 
stomach, but also hastens elimination.

Warnings: In common with other anti- 
mony compounds, may cause serious re- 
actions: vomiting, diarrhea, anaphylac- 
toid reactions, urticaria, collapse.

Use only 
fresh solutions; not after one hour. 
Administration: Intravenous.

STRAMONIUM—Jamestown 

Weed, Jimson Weed 
Antiasthmatic. Powdered dried leaves. 
Actions and Uses: Used in many forms 
for the relief of asthmatic attacks, in- 
ternally, by smoking or inhaling vapors 
and fumes. 
Warnings: Not especially reliable, and 
now less commonly used for this reason. 
Administration: Oral, inhalation. 
Preparations: Capsule, extract, fluid- 
extract, tincture and also sold over the 
counter to patients in cigarettes and 
leaves to burn much like incense. 
Dose: 75 mg. of the leaf or its equivalent. 


STREPTOMYCIN—Strycin® 
Antibiotic. White powder, soluble in wa- 
ter. 

Actions and Uses: All remarks apply 
equally well to the derivative, dihydro- 
streptomycin, which has also the ad- 
vantage of reduced toxicity. Streptomycin 
is one of the effective antibiotics. It is 
not as potent as penicillin in some dis- 
eases, in which case, the latter is to be 
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preferred. But, on the other hand, it is 
effective in diseases not at all helped by 
penicillin, such as many urinary tract 
infections, tuberculosis, leprosy, Fried- 
lander’s pneumonia, hemophilus influen- 
zae, meningitis, etc. Its disadvantages 
compared with penicillin, lie in its tox- 
icity and development of bacterial toler- 
ance with amazing speed. 
Warnings: Drug of considerable toxicity; 
overdosage or sensitivity may cause dizzi- 
ness, complete loss of sense of balance, 
renal damage, deafness. In addition, bac- 
teria soon develop tolerance (tolerant 
strains are bred out), and drug becomes 
valueless. Therefore, on the one hand, 
treatment must be intensive and effective 
to prevent development of tolerance, while 
on the other hand, large doses may cause 
toxic symptoms. Toxicity is especially 
likely to develop in elderly patients and 
those with defective kidney function. 
Administration: Intramuscular, intrathe- 
cal. 
Preparations: Ampule, containing 1 Gm. 
of the base. (Also dihydrostreptomycin.) 
Dose: 2-4 Gm. daily. 
STRIATRAN®, see Emylcamate 
STRONTIUM LACTATE—Stronto- 

lac®) 
Evidence has been presented that stronti- 
um may be an effective adjuvant to cal- 
cium therapy in cases of osteoporosis in 
which calcium alone is ineffective. Usu- 
ally the strontium is given together with 
the standard forms of treatment for the 
osteoporosis, calcium, vitamin D, estro- 
gens, androgens, high protein diet, etc. 
Preparations: Capsule, 0.7 Gm. 
Dose: About 2.0 Gm. 3 times a day.

Actions and Uses: These are bromides 
and salicylates with no particular advan- 
tages over the more common bromides 
and salicylates; rarely used today.

Strophanthin K 
Cardiac stimulant. White powder, soluble 
in water. 
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Actions and Uses: Typical digitalis ma- 
terial, poorly absorbed from G. I. tract. 
Used only by parenteral injection. Far 
more commonly used in Europe than in 
this country. Develops effects rather rap- 
idly after injection, and these effects are 
quickly dissipated. 

Warnings: As for all other digitalis 
materials. 

Administration: Intravenous. 

Dose: 0.5 mg.

STRYCHNINE 
Convulsant. White powder. Salts (nitrate, 
phosphate, sulfate) are soluble; all in- 
tensely bitter.

It stimulates the 
spinal reflex, but there is no evidence 
that it has any therapeutic value; dis- 
appearing from modern medicine. Still 
used as a rat and mouse poison. 
Warnings: Highly toxic agent causing 
tetanic convulsions with opisthotonus. 
There are some medications which con- 
tain small amounts not toxic to adults 
(such as cathartic pills which contain 
strychnine), which may be fatal if taken 
in sufficient number by infants. 
Antidote: Ether, alcohol, barbiturates. 
STRYCIN®, see Streptomycin 
STYRAMATE—Sinaxar® 
New skeletal muscle relaxant. Value and 
dangers to be determined by clinical 
trial. Available in 200 mg. tablets. 
STYRONATE RESINS— 
Katonium® 
Exchange resin. Light brown powder, 
insoluble in water. Vanilla flavor, slight 
aromatic odor. 
Actions and Uses: Binds and removes 
cations, particularly sodium, from G.I. 
tract. Resulting decrease of sodium level 
in body fluids promotes diuresis and 
causes edema to subside. Contains am- 
monium and potassium resins. In return 
for the cations which become linked with 
it, it releases potassium and ammonium

ions. Some of the latter combine with 
chloride ions to form ammonium chloride, 
the diuretic effect of which reinforces the 
action of the resin. 

Warnings: Administered in cold bever- 
ages to improve palatability. Make a 
paste of the powder and then add solu- 
tion to about 6 ounces in drinking glass. 
Should be well stirred and administered 
immediately. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: Powder, packets of 15 Gm. 
Dose: 15 Gm. 2-3 times daily.

SUCCIN YLCHOLINE—Anectine®,

Actions and Uses: Produces muscle re- 
laxation much like that of the curari- 
form drugs but by a different mechanism. 
Used in anesthesia and_ electro-shock 
therapy. Action is relatively brief. 
Warnings: Because of respiratory depres- 
sion must not be used unless adequate 
provision is made for artificial respiration. 
Neostigmine and edrophobium must not 
be used as antagonists for they may 
intensify its action. Use with caution in 
patients with liver disease, anemia and 
malnutrition. 
Administration: Intravenous by slow drip 
or single injection. 
Preparations: Vials, 10 cc., containing 20 
mg. per cc. 
Dose: 20 mg. 


SUCCINYLSULFATHIAZOLE— 
Sulfasuxidine® 
Chemotherapeutic. 
Actions and Uses: Poorly absorbed sul- 
fonamide, used in intestinal antisepsis, 
as a preliminary to surgery and against 
bacillary infections. See Sulfonamides. 
Warnings: Sometimes well absorbed, in 
which case the same dangers as with 
other sulfonamides exist. Hypersensitivity 
may be present with even these poorly 
absorbed sulfonamides. See Sulfonamides. 
Administration: Oral.

SULFONAMIDES 
These are now a large list of closely 
related chemotherapeutic compounds se- 
lected from perhaps 6000 drugs which 
were synthesized and screened. Those re- 
jected were either ineffective or toxic. 
Of the sulfa drugs which remain in use 
today, most are more or less equally 
effective in the diseases for which they 
are used. The choice is determined by 
individual idiosyncrasy, absorption, rate 
of elimination, solubility in urine and 
bone marrow sensitivity. 

The sulfonamides may be divided into 
three groups: (1) poorly absorbed drugs 
used for intestinal diseases; (2) highly 
soluble drugs for urinary tract infections, 
infants and elderly patients; (3) gen- 
erally chemotherapeutic agents. 

Kidney damage can be largely avoided 
by attention to the complete solution of 
drug in the urine. Keeping urine alkaline 
is a device for this purpose, as is also

the mixture of the sulfonamides. In the 
case of the poorly absorbed sulfonamides 
this danger does not exist. 

In all cases the danger of bone marrow 
depression is a real one and must be 
constantly considered and watched by 
regular red and white cell counts. 

In many instances penicillin is preferred 
only because it does not present these 
hazards. At present the sulfa drugs are 
outstanding in treatment of meningococ- 
cus meningitis and some urinary tract 
infections. 

The sulfonamides are not generally rec- 
ommended for topical application because 
they not only delay healing but also 
because there is good evidence that they 
are much more effective when taken sys- 
temically. 

Nearly all sulfa drugs come in 0.5 Gm. 
tablets. Dosage regimen is much the 
same for all. Sodium salts are available 
for parenteral injections. Sulfonamide 
mixtures are now often used because of 
evidence of lesser tendency to creptal- 
luria. 


SULFONES 

A group of drugs, related to the sul- 
fonamides, which are effective in leprosy 
and also sometimes used in tuberculosis. 


SULFOXONE—Diasone® 

Sulfone. Used principally in the treatment 
of leprosy. Toxic effects are common. 
Usual dosage is from 0.3 to 0.6 Gm. daily.

In most 
instances these drugs are used prelimin- 
ary to surgery but there are some cases 
of hyperthyroidism which can be treated 
with these drugs alone. In some sensitive 
patients danger of agranulocytosis exists, 
although it has been considerably re- 
duced by the introduction of newer deriv- 
atives of thiouracil. In cases resistant to 
one preparation there is the possibility of 
good response to another.

It is not established, 
for example, that no addiction liability 
attends the continued use of these drugs. 
The value of these agents in the treat- 
ment of psychotic patients is reasonably 
well established but their value in the 
treatment of the every day run-of-the-mill 
anxiety symptoms is highly questionable

VITAMIN PREPARATIONS 
There is such a large number of vitamin 
preparations, pure, mixtures, various 
strengths and combinations, combinations 
with other nonvitamin materials, official 
and nonofficial preparations, commercial 
preparations with different names and 
different claims, that no attempt can be 
made to list even a small percentage of 
them all. 

There is no evidence that vitamins help 
any situation other than those in which 
they are specifically needed. The only 
indications, therefore, are as a prophylac- 
tic effect on the patient, and in actual 
vitamin deficiency conditions in which 
they may cure the disease. Vitamins have 
no tonic or stimulatory effect in diseases 
not associated with nutritional deficiency. 
Vitamin deficiency may result from poor 
diet, through poverty, ignorance, special 
diets for reducing, etc. and disease which 
prevents the absorption of vitamins. 
Large amounts of vitamins are taken by 
a large proportion of our population at 
great expense with little value. In some, 
the cost is justified by prophylactic ac- 
tion of vitamins, and those who take them 
for this reason are perhaps getting some 
of their money’s worth. In a few instan- 
ces, they are used for bona fide vitamin 
deficiencies, but for the most part, this 
large sum of money is expended by pa- 
tients for a remedy which can exert only 
a placebo action, this latter action hav- 
ing been established because of the 
large amount of loose talk about the 
general nonspecific values of vitamins. 
Many of the materials which have been 
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designated as vitamins, are not in com- 
mon use, either because clinical defici- 
ency of the vitamin never or very rarely 
occurs in man or because the vitamin 
is of no value when the deficiency 
occurs, 
VITAMIN SUPPLEMENTS 
Actions and Uses: Usually a mixture 
containing all or a stated fraction of the 
established daily adult requirements of 
the identified vitamins. Used as supple- 
ments to the diet.

of 60 to 75 mg.; oral dosage about 25 

to 50 mg. every 3 or 4 days. Prothrombin 

levels must be determined frequently for 
safe use.

Actions and Uses: Although ordinary 
distilled water may be used for oral prep- 
arations of pharmaceuticals, this is often 
not pure enough for parenteral prepara- 
tions. When large amounts are injected 
intravenously, febrile reactions may result 
from distilled water alone. Febrile reac- 
tions from water are due to unidentified 
materials called pyrogens. Pyrogen-free 
water is obtained by distillation under 
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special conditions and only this form 

should be used for intravenous injection.

Pharmaceutic. Used in ointments, plas- 

ters, etc. to give body to the preparation.

XANTHINES 

Drugs of vegetable origin, commonly 
found in popular drinks, all of which are 
closely related to caffeine, all of which 
are eliminated in the urine in the form 
of uric acid, and all of which have cer- 
tain actions in common: (1) central 
stimulation (excitement, wakefulness, 
respiratory stimulation), (2) diuresis, 
(3) vasodilation. 


ZINAX BURN DRESSING 


Central stimulation is the quality that 
makes it attractive in drinks, such as 
coffee, tea, cocoa. The caffeine in the first 
two and the theobromine in the third, 
provide this effect. Caffeine is used for 
similar reason in medicine. 
Diuretic actions without too much central 
action are well developed in theophyl- 
line, and this drug is used for that reason. 
Vasodilator action is presumed to be 
exerted on the coronary vessels, and for 
that reason, aminophylline has long been 
used in disease of the coronary arteries. 
Such an action, while shown to be pres- 
ent under experimental conditions, has 
not been demonstrated in the presence 
of arteriosclerosis of the coronary ar- 
teries, and the use of aminophylline for 
this condition is falling into disuse.

Actions and Uses: Used mainly in eye | 
washes for astringent and antiseptic ac- 
tion.

Administration: Topical, oral (if retained 
when used as emetic, wash stomach). 
Preparations: Eye wash and drops.

Actions and Uses: “Lissive”, said to re 
lieve skeletal muscle spasm and, in con 
trast to other drugs, without interfering 
with normal muscle function. 

Warnings: A new drug, yet to be clearly 
evaluated. 

Administration: Oral. 

Preparations: 250 mg. tablets (yellow) 
Dose: 250-500 mg. 3 to 4 times a day.
